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INTRODUCTION 

• • 

On the 113 rolls of this microfilm publication are reproduced 
the records of Case VI, United States of America v. Carl Krauch 
et al. (I. G. Farben Case), 1 of the 12 trials of war criminals 
conducted by the U.S. Government from 1946 to 1949 at Nuernberg 
subsequent to the International Military Tribunal (IMT) held in 
the same city. These records consist of German- and English- 
language versions of official transcripts of court proceedings, 
prosecution and defense briefs and statements, and defendants' 
final pleas as well as prosecution and defense exhibits'and 
document books in one language or the other. Also included are 
minute books, the official court file, order and judgment books, 
clemency petitions, and finding aids to the documents.

The transcripts of this trial, assembled in 2 sets*of 43 
bound volumes (1 set in German and 1 in English), are the re¬ 
corded daily trial proceedings. Prosecution statements and briefs 
are also in both languages but unbound, as are the final pleas 
of the defendants delivered by counsel or defendants and sub¬ 
mitted by the attorneys to the court. Unbound prosecution 
exhibits, numbered 1-2270 and 2300-2354, are essentially those 
documents from various tolpmDerg record series, particularly the 
NI (Nuernberg Industrialist-) Scries, and other sources offered 
in evidence by the prosecution ;>n this case. Defense exhibits, 
also unbound, are predominantly affidavits by various persons. 

They are arranged by ngm^tff defcndant^and thereunder numerically, 
along with two groups^of exhibits submitted in the general interest 
of all defendants. /Both prosecution and defet>se_document books 
consist of full or partial translations of exhibits into English. 
Loosely bound in folders, they provide an indicatibn-i© the order 
in which the exhibits were presented before the tribunal. 

Minute books, in two bound volumes, summarize the transcripts. 
The official court file, in nine bound volumes, includes the 
progress docket, the indictment, and amended indictment and the 
service thereof; applications for and appointments of defense 
counsel and defense witnesses and prosecution comments thereto; 
defendants' application for documents; motions and reports; uniform 
rules of procedures; and appendixes. The order and judgment 
books, in two bound volumes, represent the signed orders, judg¬ 
ments, and opinions of the tribunal as well as sentences and 
commitment papers. Defendants' clemency petitions, in three bound 
volumes, were directed to the military governor, the Judge Advocate 
General, and the U.S. District Court for the District of Columbia. 
The finding aids summarize transcripts, exhibits, and the official 
court file. 

Case VI was heard by U.S. Military Tribunal VI from August 14, 
1947, to July 30, 1948. Along with records of other Nuernberg 
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and Far East war crimes trials, the records of this case are part 
of the National Archives Collection of World War II War Crimes 
Records, Record Group 238. 

The I. G. Farben Case was 1 of 12 separate proceedings held 
before several U.S. Military Tribunals at Nuernberg in the U.S. 
Zone of Occupation in Germany against officials or citizens of 
the Third Reich, as follows:

Authority for the proceedings of the IMT against the major 
Nazi war criminals derived from the Declaration on German 
Atrocities (Moscow Declaration) released November 1, 1943; 
Executive Order 9547 of May 2, 1945; the London Agreement of 
August 8, 1945; the Berlin Protocol of October 6, 1945; and the 
IMT Charter. 

Authority for the 12 subsequent"cases stemmed mainly from 
Control Council Law 10 of December 20, 1945, and was reinforced 
by Executive Order 9679 of January 16, 1946; U.S. Military 
Government Ordinances 7 and 11 of October 18, 1946, and Feb¬ 
ruary 17, 1947, respectively; and U.S. Forces, European Theater 
General Order 301 of October 24, 1946. Procedures applied by 
U.S. Military Tribunals in the subsequent proceedings were pat¬ 
terned after those of the IMT and further developed in the 12 
cases, which required over 1,200 days of court sessions and 
generated more than 330,000 transcript pages.

Formation of the I. G. Farben Combine was a stage in the 
evolution of the German chemical industry, which for many years 
led the world in the development, production, and marketing of 
organic dyestuffs, pharmaceuticals, and synthetic chemicals. To 
control the excesses of competition, six of the largest chemical 
firms, including the Badische Anilin 5 Soda Fabrik, combined to 
form the Interessengeraeinschaft (Combine of Interests, or Trust) 
of the German Dyestuffs Industry in 1904 and agreed to pool 
technological and financial resources and markets. The two re¬ 
maining chemical firms of note entered the combine in 1916. In 
1925 the Badische Anilin § Soda Fabrik, largest of the firms and 
already the majority shareholder in two of the other seven com¬ 
panies, led in reorganizing the industry to meet the changed 
circumstances of competition in the post-World War markets by 
changing its name to the I. G. Farbenindustrie Aktiengesellschaft, 
moving its home office from Ludwigshafen to Frankfurt, and merging 
with the remaining five firms. 

Farben maintained its influence over both the domestic and 
foreign markets for chemical products. In the first instance 
the German explosives industry, dependent on Farben for synthet¬ 
ically produced nitrates, soon became subsidiaries of Farben. Of 
particular interest to the prosecution in this case wore the 
various agreements Farben made with American companies for the 
exchange of information and patents and the licensing of chemical 
discoveries for foreign production. Among the trading companies 
organized to facilitate these agreements was the General Anilin 
and Film Corp., which specialized in photographic processes. The 
prosecution'charged that Farben used these connections to retard 
the "Arsenal of Democracy" by passing on information received 
to the German Government and providing nothing in return, contrary 
to the spirit and letter of the agreements. 

Farben was governed by an Aufsichtsrat (Supervisory Board of 
Directors) and a Vorstand (Managing Board of Directors). The 
Aufsichtsrat, responsible for the general direction of the fir:}, 
was chaired by defendant Krauch from 1940. The Vorstand actually 
controlled the day-to-day business and operations of Farben. 
Defendant Schmitz became chairman of the Vorstand in 1935, and 18 
of the other 22 original defendants were members of the Vorstand 
and its component committees. 

Transcripts of the I. G. Farben Case include the indictment 
of the following 24 persons:

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Max Brueggemann: Member and Secretary of the Vorstand of 
Farben; member of the legal comnittee; Deputy Plant Leader 
of the Leverkusen Plant; Deputy Chief of the Sales Combine 
for Pharmaceuticals; and director of the legal, patent, 
and personnel departments of the Works Combine, Lower Rhine. 

Ernst Buergin: Member of the Vorstand of Farben; Chief of 
Works Combine, Central Germany; Plant Leader at the Bitter- 
feld and Wolfen-Farben plants; and production chief for 
light metals, dyestuffs, organic intermediates, plastics, 
and nitrogen at these plants. 

Heinrich Buetefisch: Member of the Vorstand of Farben; 
manager of Leuna plants; production chief for gasoline, 
methanol, and chlorine electrolysis production at Auschwitz 
and Moosbierbaum; Wehrwirtschaftsfuehrer; member of the 
Himmler Freundeskreis (circle of friends of Himmler); and 
SS Obersturmbannfuehrer (Lieutenant Colonel). 

Walter Duerrfeld: Director and construction manager of the 
Auschwitz plant of Farben, director and construction 
manager of the Monowitz Concentration Camp, and Chief 
Engineer at the Leuna plant. 

Fritz Gajewski: Member of the Central Committee of the 
Vorstand of Farben, Chief of Sparte III (Division III) in 
charge of production of photographic materials and arti¬ 
ficial fibers, manager of "Agfa" plants, and Wchrwirtschafts- 
fuehrer. 

Heinrich Gattineau: Chief of the Political-Economic Policy 
Department, "WIPO," of Farben's Berlin N.W. 7 office; 
member of Southeast Europe Committee; and director of 
A.G. Dynamit Nobel, Pressburg, Czechoslovakia. 

Paul Haefliger: Member of the Vorstand of Farben; member 
of the Commercial Committee; and Chief, Metals Departments, 
Sales Combine for Chemicals. 

Erich von der Heyde: Member of the Political-Economic Policy 
Department of Farben's Berlin N.W. 7 office. Deputy to 
the Chief of Intelligence Agents, SS Hauptsturmfuehrer, 
and member of the WI-RUE-AHT (Military Economics and 
Armaments Office) of the Oberkommando der Wehrmacht (OKW) 
(High Command of the Armed Forces). 

Heinrich Hoerlein: Member of the Central Committee of the 
Vorstand of Farben; chief of chemical research and 
development of vaccines, sera, pharmaceuticals, and poison 
gas; and manager of the Elberfeld Plant. 
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Max Ilgner: Member of the Vorstand of Farben; Chief of 
Farben's Berlin N.H. 7 office directing intelligence, 
espionage, and propaganda activities; member of the Com¬ 
mercial Committee; and Wehrwirtschaftsfuehrer. 

Friedrich Jaehne: Member of the Vorstand of Farben; chief 
engineer in charge of construction and physical plant 
development; Chairman of the Engineering Committee; and 
Deputy Chief, Works Combine, Main Valley. 

August von Knieriem: Member of the Central Committee of the 
Vorstand of Farben; Chief Counsel of Farben; and Chairman, 
Legal and Patent Committees. 

Carl Krauch: Chairman of the Aufsichtsrat of Farben and 
Generalbevo1lmaechtigter fuer Sonderfragen der Chemischen 
Erzcugung (General Plenipotentiary for Special Questions 
of Chemical Production) on Goering's staff in the Office 
of the 4-Year Plan. 

Hans Kuehne: Member of the Vorstand of Farben; Chief of 
the Works Combine, Lower Rhine; Plant Leader at Leverkusen, 
Elberfeld, Uerdingen, and Dormagen plants; production chief 
for inorganics, organic intermediates, dyestuffs, and 
pharmaceuticals at these plants; and Chief of the Inorganics 
Committee. 

Hans Kugler: Member of the Commercial Committee of Farben; 
Chief of the Sales Department Dyestuffs for Hungary, 

Rumania, Yugoslavia, Greece, Bulgaria, Turkey, Czechoslo¬ 
vakia, and Austria; and Public Commissar for the Falkenau 
and Aussig plants in Czechoslovakia. 

Carl Lautenschlacger: Member of the Vorstand of Farben; 

Chief of Works Combine, Main Valley; Plant Leader at the 
Hoechst, Griesheim, Mainkur, Gersthofen, Offenbach, 

Eystrup, Marburg, and Neuhausen plants; and production 
chief for nitrogen, inorganics, organic intermediates, 
solvents and plastics, dyestuffs, and pharmaceuticals at 
these plants. 

Wilhelm Mann: Member of the Vorstand of Farben, member of 
the Commercial Committee, Chief of the Sales Combine for 
Pharmaceuticals, and member of the SA. 

Fritz ter Meer: Member of the Central Committee of the 
Vorstand of Farben; Chief of the Technical Committee of 
the Vorstand that planned and directed all of Farben's 
production; Chief of Sparte II in charge of production of 
Buna, poison gas, dyestuffs, chemicals, metals, and 
pharmaceuticals; and Wehrwirtschaftsfuehrer. 
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Heinrich Oster: Member of the Vorstand of Farben, member 
of the Commercial Committee, and manager of the Nitrogen 
Syndicate. 

Hermann Schmitz: Chairman of the Vorstand of Farben, member 
of the Reichstag, and Director of the Bank of International 
Settlements. 

Christian Schneider: Member of the Central Committee of the 
Vorstand of Farben; Chief of Sparte I in charge of pro¬ 
duction of nitrogen, gasoline, diesel and lubricating oils, 
methanol, and organic chemicals; Chief of Central Personnel 
Department, directing the treatment of labor at Farben 
plants; Nehrwirtschaftsfuehrer; Hauptabwehrbeauftragter 
(Chief of Intelligence Agents); Hauptbetriebsfuehrer (Chief 
of Plant Leaders); and supporting member of the Schutz- 
staffeln (SS) of the NSDAP. 

Georg von Schnitzler: Member of the Central Committee of the 
Vorstand of Farben, Chief of the Commercial Committee of 
the Vorstand that planned and directed Farben's domestic 
and foreign sales and commercial activities, Wehrwirtschafts- 
fuehrer (Military Economy Leader), and Hauptsturmfuehrer 
(Captain) in the Sturmabteilungen (SA) of the Nazi Party 
(NSDAP). 

Carl Wurstcr: Member of the Vorstand of Farben; Chief of 
the Works Combine, Upper Rhine; Plant Leader at Ludwigs- 
hafen and Oppau plants; production chief for inorganic 
chemicals; and Wehrwirtschaftsfuehrer. 

The prosecution charged these 24 individual staff members 
of the firm with various crimes, including the planning of ag¬ 
gressive war through an alliance with the Nazi Party and synchro¬ 
nization of Farben's activities with the military planning of 
the German High Command by participation in the preparation of 
the 4-Year Plan, directing German economic mobilization for war, 
and aiding in equipping the Nazi military machines. 1 The defend¬ 
ants also were charged with carrying out espionage and intel¬ 
ligence activities in foreign countries and profiting from these 
activities. They participated in plunder and spoliation of 
Austria, Czechoslovakia, Poland, Norway, France, and the Soviet 
Union as part of a systematic economic exploitation of these 
countries. The prosecution also charged mass murder and the 
enslavement of many thousands of persons particularly in Farben 
plants at the Auschwitz and Monowitz concentration camps and the 
use of poison gas manufactured by the firm in the extermination 


The trial of defendant Brueggemann was discontinued early 
during the proceedings because he was unable to stand trial on 
account of ill health.

of millions of men, women, and children. Medical experiments were 
conducted by Farben on enslaved persons without their consent to 
test the effects of deadly gases, vaccines, and related products. 
The defendants were charged, furthermore, with a common plan and 
conspiracy to commit crimes against the peace, war crimes, and 
crimes against humanity. Three defendants were accused of member¬ 
ship in a criminal organization, the SS. All of these charges 
were set forth in an indictment consisting of five counts. 

The defense objected to the charges by claiming that regula¬ 
tions were so stringent and far reaching in Nazi Germany that 
private individuals had to cooperate or face punishment, including 
death. The defense claimed further that many of the individual 
documents produced by the prosecution were originally intended as 
"window dressing" or "howling with the wolves" in order to avoid 
such punishment. 

The tribunal agreed with the defense in its judgment that none 
of the defendants were guilty of Count I, planning, preparation, 
initiation, and waging wars of aggression; or Count V, common 
plans and conspiracy to commit crimes against the peace and 
humanity and war crimes. 

The tribunal also dismissed particulars of Count II concerning 
plunder and exploitation against Austria and Czechoslovakia. Eight 
defendants (Schmitz, von Schnitzler, ter Meer, Buergin, Haefliger, 
Ilgner, Oster, and Kugler) were found guilty on the remainder of 
Count II, while 15 were acquitted. On Count III (slavery and mass 
murder), Ambros, Buetefisch, Duerrfeld, Krauch, and ter Meer were 
judged guilty. Schneider, Buetefisch, and von der Heyde also 
were charged with Count IV, membership in a criminal organization, 
but were acquitted. 

The tribunal acquitted Gajewski, Gattineau, von der Heyde, 
Hoerlein, von Knieriem, Kuehne, Lautenschlaeger, Mann, Schneider, 
and Wurster. The remaining 13 defendants were given prison terms 
as follows:

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All defendants were credited with tine already spent in 
custody. 

In addition to the indictments, judgments, and sentences, the 
transcripts also contain the arraignment and plea of each defendant 
(all pleaded not guilty) and opening statements of both defense 
and prosecution. 

The English-language transcript volumes are arranged numer¬ 
ically, 1-43, and the pagination is continuous, 1-15834 (page 4710 
is followed by pages 4710(1)-4710(285)). The German-language 
transcript volumes are numbered la-43a and paginated 1-16224 (14a 
and 15a are in one volume). The letters at the top of each page 
indicate morning, afternoon, or evening sessions. The letter "C" 
designates commission hearings (to save court time and to avoid 
assembling hundreds of witnesses at Nuernberg, in most of the 
cases one or more commissions took testimony and received doc¬ 
umentary evidence for consideration by the tribunals). Two com¬ 
mission hearings are included in the transcripts: that for 
February 7, 1948, is on pages 6957-6979 of volume 20 in the 
English-language transcript, while that for May 7, 1948, is on 
pages 14775a-14776 of volume 40a in the German-language transcript. 
In addition, the prosecution made one motion of its own and, with 
the defense, six joint motions to correct the English-language 
transcripts. Lists of the types of errors, their location, and 
the prescribed corrections are in several volumes of the tran¬ 
scripts as follows:

The prosecution offered 2,325 prosecution exhibits numbered 
1-2270 and 2300-2354. Missing numbers were not assigned due to 
the difficulties of introducing exhibits before the commission 
and the tribunal simultaneously. Exhibits 1835-1838 were loaned 
to an agency of the Department of Justice for use in a separate 
matter, and apparently No. 1835 was never returned. Exhibits 
drew on a variety of sources, such as reports and directives as 
well as affidavits and interrogations of various individuals. 

Maps and photographs depicting events and places mentioned in 
the exhibits are among the prosecution resources, as are pub¬ 
lications, correspondence, and many other types of records. 

The first item in the arrangement of prosecution exhibits is 
usually a certificate giving the document number, a short descrip¬ 
tion of the exhibits, and a statement on the location of the 
original document or copy of the exhibit. The certificate is 
followed by the actual prosecution exhibit (most are photostats, 
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but a few are mimeographed articles with an occasional carbon of 
the original). The few original documents are often affidavits 
of witnesses or defendants, but also ledgers and correspondence, 
such as:

In rare cases an exhibit is followed by a translation; in 
others there is no certificate. Several of the exhibits are of 
poor legibility and a few pages are illegible. 

Other than affidavits, the defense exhibits consist of news¬ 
paper clippings, reports, personnel records, Reichgesetzblatt 
excerpts, photographs, and other items. The 4,257 exhibits for 
the 23 defendants are arranged by name of defendant and thereunder 
by exhibit number. Individual exhibits are preceded by a certif¬ 
icate wherever available. Two sets of exhibits for all the 
defendants are included. 

Translations in each of the prosecution document books are 
preceded by an index listing document numbers, biased descriptions, 
and page numbers of each translation. These indexes often indi¬ 
cate the order in which the prosecution exhibits were presented 
in court. Defense document books are similarly arranged. Each 
book is preceded by an index giving document number, description, 
and page number for every exhibit. Corresponding exhibit numbers 
generally are not provided. There are several unindexed supple¬ 
ments to numbered document books. Defense statements, briefs, 
pleas, and prosecution briefs arc arranged alphabetically by de¬ 
fendant's surname. Pagination is consecutive, yet there are 
many pages where an "a" or "b" is added to the numeral. 

At the beginning of roll 1 key documents are filmed from 
which Tribunal VI derived its jurisdiction: the Moscow Declara¬ 
tion, U.S. Executive Orders 9547 and 9679, the London Agreement, 
the Berlin Protocol, the IMT Charter, Control Council Law 10, 

U.S. Military Government Ordinances 7 and 11, and U.S. Forces, 
European Theater General Order 301. Following these documents 
of authorization is a list of the names and functions of members 
of the tribunal and counsels. These are followed by the tran¬ 
script covers giving such information as name and number of case, 
volume numbers, language, page numbers, and inclusive dates. They 
are followed by the minute book, consisting of summaries of the 
daily proceedings, thus providing an additional finding aid for 
the transcripts. Exhibits are listed in an index that notes the 
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type, number, and name of exhibit; corresponding document book, 
number, and page; a short description of the exhibit; and the 
date when it was offered in court. The official court file is 
summarized by the progress docket, which is preceded by a list of 
witnesses. 

Not filmed were records duplicated elsewhere in this micro¬ 
film publication, such as prosecution and defense document books 
in the German language that are largely duplications of the 
English-language document books. 

The records of the I. G. Farben Case are closely related to 
other microfilmed records in Record Group 238, specifically pros¬ 
ecution exhibits submitted to the IMT, T988; NI (Nuernberg In¬ 
dustrialist) Series, T301; NM (Nuernberg Miscellaneous) Series, 
M-936; NOKW (Nuernberg Armed Forces High Command) Series, Til19; 

NG (Nuernberg Government) Series, T1139; NF (Nuernberg Propaganda) 
Series, M942; WA (undetermined) Series, M946; and records of the 
Brandt case, M887; the Milch Case, M888; the Altstoetter case, 
M889; the Pohl Case, M890; the Flick Case, M891; the List case, 
M893; the Greifelt case, M894; and the Ohlendorf case, M89S. In 
addition, the record of the IMT at Nuernberg has been published 
in the 42-volume Trial of the Major War Criminate Before the 
International Military Tribunal (Nuernberg, 1947). Excerpts from 
the subsequent proceedings have been published in IS volumes as 
Triale of War Criminate Before the Nuernberg Military Tribunal 
Under Control Council Lau No. 10 (Washington). The Audiovisual 
Archives Division of the National Archives and Records Service 
has custody of motion pictures and photographs of all 13 trials 
and sound recordings of the IMT proceedings.

During 
tho oarly years of ny employment in Louna I closoly collaborated with 
him also in technical matters, as I had to work out in dotail a pro¬ 
cess suggostod by him. I know of many negotiations in which he 
straightened out unpleasant and intricato differences with Party and 
government agencies of the National-Socialist rogino. In so doing ho 
always intervened on behalf of innocont persons.

The nature of tho Louna production iaplied that nhilo nomally 
its products - gonorclly for tho oost part basic materials for 
uso in the chemical industries were exclusively poaco-tiae coooodi- 
tios, they wero indirectly usad for defense purposes in war. .s 
latu as in tho last nonths of tho war tho investment policy of tho 
entire plnnt managoccnt still showod a dear tendency towards 
peace-tico production or, at aqy r-.to, such production as would 
lend itself readily for poaco-tino purposes both in regard to raw 
materials and technical oquipoont. 

During tho war, tho authorities sot tho plant production 
quota for all linos which had to be roachcd on the basis of tho 
capacities knoun to thoo. Now and again thosa quotas were changed, 
as the need eight bo. Owing to tho expansion of certain branchos of 
production ind tho evor increasing naefcor of inductions into the 
'•ohnsachb tho available manpower became insufficient for keeping 
up with tho official output schedules. In thoso circumstances 
there was no other altom .tivo loft than to .jsploy tho manpower 
assigned by tho Labor Offices, in the first years of the war 
mainly Goman Labor Service Draftoos, and lator on foreigners. 

The plant management was not at all enthusiastic 
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about this solution, as thcso unskilled workers added to the diffi¬ 
culties of production, let alone the considerable language difficulties 
in the case of the foreigners, Moreover, there rcro the hugo expen¬ 
ditures for the camps both of the Goman and thw fore 1*71 workers who 
were nowcoc-rs to tho plant. Cn top of it all th-re was the fear of 
sabotage on the part of the foreigners, although there was no con¬ 
clusive proof of it, which was cert-inly due to a very large extent 
to the fact that the plant did all it could to improve the conditions 
of these new workers as ouch -s possible. Tho treatment of tho foroirnara 
in tho laces of work was exactly liko that of the Coroan workers. Tho 
foreigners got crjap faro which was about 1 1/2 .as ouch as that of a 

0 

no real consucer. The physical condition of the workers, especially 
when they had bc^n in camp for soco time, wns th't of a well-fed 
Go roan worker. Nv--comers, in particular thoso froei tho Balkans, fron 
Italy and Central Russia, wero in a bad state of ralnutritlon; so ouch 
so that Italian military intornoss wore fed at the expenses of tr.o 
pi nt for 2/3 weeks -.dthout doing any work in order to oako then fit 
for work. The wor.»-rs from the Balkans had to bo newly clothed Trol¬ 
lop to toe nicest rdtljout exception, as their clothing was inadequate 
for conditions in .ra.any. 

I have visited several carps cya *.If and was able to s'fclsfy r.y- 
aolf of the excellent food conditions. Tho car-ps consisted partly of 
newly constructed huts, partly of newly built barrac! s tak-n over 
fron th. ohraacht; in scco cases oven hotels and inns wor- bought 
or r«ntod to accoroodeto the foreigners. ..s far as I know tho condi¬ 
tions, tho craps wore by no coans overcrowded; it was only imme¬ 
diately after air-raids when crcps had been dostroyed that there 
was a certain temporary craacing-up just as it was the c.'Se with 
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tny urban population in Gemany. I know that tho workers, in particu¬ 
lar those froa tho estem countries, wont on furlough regularly, 
at first rather frequently, though later at longer intervals, and 
that in a few cases they even brought scoo of their uorknites from 
back home who got Jobs in the plant. I never observed any aaltroat- 
oont of foreign workers. Such caltroatcont, had it ever occur** would 
have been severely punished, considering the attitude of the plant 
management in natters of social wolf ere. I cannot ivxwfcer a single 
case in tho Organic Section of which I was tho chief of a foreigner 
having boon reported to end punished by the Gestapo for loafing on tho 
Job or soao such offenco. .j far r.s I know tho plant management very 
soldou and only in axtroce cases resorted to such reports. 

In 1943 , rftor tho Gonaan front in Russia had receded, a con- 
sidor-ble nueber of Russian fcaiXlos caoe to the Lcuna-TTorko and 
wjro put up in various crops. Those people were in a very poor con¬ 
dition so fares clothing -nd nutrition was concerned, ith thoso 
families there wore sooa 80 children, on the avomgo of 12 years of 
-.30. .3 thoso children started loitoring around their camps, occupa¬ 
tions had to "be found for then. The children w-r*. clothed, and em¬ 
ployed for several hours daily in difforont sections of tho plant for 
light Job3, for instance, running errands, add Jobe in labs and ^ ‘ 
workshops. Those of adolescent age were trained for trades in tho 
uorfcshops like cr.rn apprentices. Tho attempt to set up schools for 
thoso children not rdth difficulties, for ono thing because of tho 
d.iff.rcnco in tho level of education, ax* because of tho difficulty 
of finding suitable teaching st :ffs ax* suit-blc roocs. •hethor 
schools have been sot up in isolated cases 1 don't know, 

3 y the end of 1543 , however, tho Ministration of Justico assign¬ 
ed convicts whose trades cade thaa suitrhlo for laboratory work 

in our newly constructed laboratories txherc suitable skilled 


labor was lacking.

Reich President Kindonbur,3, according to the provisions 

of the constitution, and here is the decisive thin ; > 

He was not head of a National Socialist cabinet but 

he headed a .coalition babinct consisting of the Hation-al 

Socialists and the Deut3ch Nationele Volkspartoi, the 

German National peoplo's Party. One of the conditions

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on which the parties hed agreed at the tine, when on 30 
January the cabinet was forced, was — I heard about 
that only afterwards because I had played no part in 
the formation of the cabinet — one of the conditions was 
. that a now election wes to be held in ->rdor to sot the 
coalition approved by the electorate. 

That election was fixed for the 5th of Ilarch, and at 
the end of Pobruary that conference was hold with the 
industrialists for the purpose of establishing an elec¬ 
tion fund.

At tlir.t conference, of to r Hitler's address, Krupp von 
Bohlcn, the old entice on who unfortunately on account 
of illness can no longer appear here, got up and although 
only a few weeks before ho had expressed his definite 
opposition to tho National Socialist movonont, at this 
conference, he said, "Sell, if you proniso us a policy 
of this kind, then our interests ere -rotccted end we 
will suport you." Then it *»c6 decider to establish an 
election fund, not for tho Htionnl Socialist Party, 
but for tho two coalition parties; that is to say, for 
tho parties of which the cabinet consisted. 
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Q.: They ’.:crc three parties, weren't they, Dr. Schocht? 

A.: Dno no:iont. During the discussion a rcprceontotivo 

ti the Gernen pooplo's party, Deutsche Volkapartci - rose 
and said, "My party, the Deutsche Yolkspartoi , 
the Gorar.n Pooplo's Party - will join in this coalition

during the cloction, and therefore I nakc a notion that 
tho Gornen People's Party too should hevo a share in this 
fund." And the decision was nadc accordingly. 

Thcroforo, collection; for the fund woro nadc for tho 
throo partios; the Gornan Nationals, (Doutsch-Nationalo) , 
tho Gorrx.n Pooplo's Party, (Dcutscho Yolkspartoi) end th.o 
National Socialist Party. Naturally, the distribution or 
the allocation of that fund could be r.cdo only according 
to tho existing circunstanccs; that is to say, on tho 
bafiio of the soots which they hod occupied in tho Boic^sfcnc 
as it had boon up to thon. Othorwiso it would have nndo no 
oonoo. Dut thoro was a hopo in the coso of tho Gornon 
National Party and with tho Gornen Pooplo's Party that ct 
tho oloction they would succeed in getting back to thon 
part of the National Socialist voters who beforo had 
loft thon and had oho ovor to Hitlor. That hopo turned 
out to be c doluoion, but they could not know that at tho 
tino. It had, at any rate, been their hopo. Tho interesting 
thing about that oloction is this; wheroas in Novonber 
when Roichstag elections had been held too, Hitlor lost 
twenty soata to the- Co nnun iats, how as Chancellor ho^rccap- 
tured those twenty seat3 fron the Connuniots end tho 
Connunists lost those .twenty seats. That shows how tho 
radio! clcncnt3, in the distress of tho tines, wavered 
all the tine betwoen the right and the loft, between the 
oxtroncs.

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It is c fact, shoroforo, that tho industrialists 
did collect that fund at tho tino for the throe partios. 

It was docided to collect the funds bj the various croups 
cnonG thohaolves without Hitler and without nysolf — 

I played no part in that because I was no industrialist; 
at that tino I was a privato banker — by the industrialists 
anonc thonsolvos dccidinc that tho iron industry would

ronained in that fund six hundred thousand narks; that is 
to say, only 2.4 nillion narks woro expended'. I don't know 
how nuch cf that nonoy went to the othor two parties, 
but in any caso they must havo roccivod a certain amount. 

Perhaps Hitler's party had at its disposal about two 
nillions at tho nost. Naturally he could hevc obtained that 
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noney quite oaaily privately; that is to say, he could havo 
obtained it free individual firms or persons. Forncrly the 
partios did not use to call a conference of people but 
approached individuals, and naturally what happoned was - 
if I nay nention sono nonos - that firns like Xloeckner 
and the old nan Thysson. August Thyssen, they always donatod 
nonoy to tho Ccntor Tarty bccauso thoy wore Ronan Catholics. 
Other pooplo donated for tho Gorann nationals, others for 
tho German Pooplo's Party. Tho olcctrical industry c& ve 
nuch to the Donocratic Party, end during tho years aft or 
tho First World Var I would assuno that tho Social Donocrate, 
too, obtained money from ono cr the other big firn whom that 
aaroonont botwoon Stinno3 and the tredo uniono had booai 
ooncludod.

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Or. the other h an d it justifies the demand for larger 
living space more than for any other nation. If there 
have boon no political consequences to meet tho domands 
of thin racial bod 7 for living apace then that is tho 
result of historical development spread ever several 
oer.tuTios and should this political condition continue 
to exist, it will ropresont the groatest danger to tho 
preservation of tho German nation (Volkstum) at its 
present high level, in arroet of the dotorioration of 
the German olenent in Austria and in Czechoslovakia is 
just as little possible as tho preservation of the presont 
state in Germany itself. Inatoad of growth, sterility 
will bo introduced, and as a consequonco, tensions of a 
social nature will appear after a number of years, 
because political ctu 1 philoeophicel ideas axo of n 
pornanont nature only cs long oa they are able to 
( produco tho basis for tho realization of tho actual 

claim of cxistcnco of a nation. The Goman futuro is 
therefore dependent exclusively on the solution nf tho 
noed for living space. Such a solution oar. be sought 
naturally only for a limited period, about 1-3 
• generations. 

Before touching upon tht question o* solving tho nood 
for living apace, it cuct Bo docidod whethor a solu¬ 
tion of the German position with a good futuro can be 
attained, either by pay of an autarchy or by r/ay of an 
increased sharo in universal coancrco qnd industry. 

Autarchyj_ Bxocution will bo -possible onl> with strict 
II atTonaY- 80 cialist State policy, which ie tho basis; 
assuming this can bo achieved the results arc as 
follows 1

3) In tho cceo of foods, the question of cn autarchy 
must he answerod with a definite "NO". 

The cenoral increase of living standards, compared 
with 30 - 40 veers ego, brought about a simultaneous 
ir.croaec of the demand cm' a.n increase of personel 
consumption oven aeons thi producers, tho farmors, 
theceolvcs. Tho procecdn from tho production incrccao 
in agriculture have boon ueod for covorinG tho 
increased denari, therefore they represent no absoluto 
incror.se in production. A further increaso in production 
by cakin; greater demands on tho soil io HOT poosiblo 
because it elroady shows 6 i 3 ns of dotorioration duo 
to the use of artificial fertilisers, end it is thoro- 
foro certain that, oven with tho Greatest possiblo 
incrocse iu production, participation in the world 
market could HOT bo avoidod. 

Tho conaidorcblo expenditures of foroisn currency 
to socuro food by import, evon'in poriodo Whon hr.rvosto 
ere (jood, increases cotcatrophicall: whon the - 
hervoot io r ally poor. Tho possibility of this 
catastrophe increases correspondingly to tho incroaso 
in population, and tho unnucl 560 000 oxcoos in 
births would brine about on incrocse conounption ir. 
bread, because tho child is a greater broad eater 
than tho adult. 

Porncnontly to countor tho difficultioo of food 
oupplios by lowering, tho standard of living and by 
rationalization is Impossible ir. a Continent which 
had developed an approximately equivalent standard 
of living. As the 'solving of . c unemployment problon 
hco \xa*'ht into effect tho conplote po*er of 
consumption, cone omlX corrections in our agricultural 
hone production will bo possible, but HOT a wholoaclo 
alteration of the ctcndard of food consumption. 
Consequently autarchy becomes impossible, spocifioally 
in tho sphere of food supplios as well as chorally.

The only way-out, end one which nay eppoor inacinary 
is the securing of groatcr living cpoce, on or.deovor 
which ot all tinoa has boon the cruse of the fornetion 
of ototee nod oi r.ovonontc of notions. It ia oxpliccblo 
that this tendency finds no interest in Genova end in 
satisfied tetoa. Should tho security of our food 
position bo our forcr.oot thought, then the apace 
required for thie con only be oought in Europe, but 
we w .11 not copy liberal capitalist policies whioh 
rely or. exploiting colonies. It is "OT a coco of 
conquering pooplo, but of conquering agriculturally 
ueoful space. It would also be r.oro to tho purpood 
to sock raw notorial reducing territory in Europe 
directly cdjoining tho r.oich end not oversees, and 
thie solution would have to bo brought into effect 
for ono or tro gonerations. That would bo required at 
a later dato ovor ar.i above thie nust bo left to sub¬ 
sequent goncrotioa^:.

England is not in a position to cede any of hor 
colonial posccasions to us owiap to the resistance 
which she experiences in the Dominions. After the loos 
of prestige which 3:i;;lend has suffered owinp to tho 
transfer of Abyssinia to Italian ownership, a return 
of r.st Afrioa can no lonper bo oxpoctcd. Any resis¬ 
tance on England's part would at beet consist in tho 
readiness to satisfy our colonial claina by taking 
av;c.y colonics which at tho present nonent are not 
in ; ritiah hands, o.p. An-.olo. French fnvore v/ould 
probably bo of the s:ne naturo. 

A serious diccuscion roccrdir.„ the return of colonioo 
to us could be considered only at a tino when England 
io in a state of onorgency end tho Goman Roich is 
strong and vroll-crnod. Tho Fuehrer fiooo not ohnro tho 
opinion that the Eapiro is unohakocblo. Reoistcnco 
a,;ainst tho Enpire is to bo found loan in oonquorod 
territories than cronest it conpetitora. Tho British 
Enpire ar.d tho Roma Enpire cannot bo cor.parcd with 
ono another in regard to durability; after the Punic 
V7axc tho letter d»£ not h?vo c serious political onony.

Alongside tho British Zr.?iro today a r.unbcr of Str.toa 
exist which ate stronger than it. Tho British Mother 
Country is able to defend ito colonial possessions 
only allied with other states and not by its ov;n 
power. How could England clone, for cxr.zplc, defend 
Canada against attach by America or its Far Eastern 
interests against an attack by Je;an. 

The singling oat of tho 3ritish Crown as tho 
bearer of Enpire unity is ir. itself an edniseion 
that tho universal enpire cannot be naintainod per¬ 
manently by poor politics. The following aro signi- 
fiennt pointers in this respect*

It must be established in conclusion that the Bnpiro 
cannot be hold permanently by power politics bj 45 nil- 
lion Britons, in spite of 11 tho solidity of her idoclc. 
Tho proportion of the populations in the Entire, oonparod 
with that of tho Votherl nd io 9s 1, r-nd -t should act 
as a warning to us that if c expand in op 00 , wo must 
not allow the level of our population to become t .0 low.

Cc.bqJ/ i It would be oquclly possible to aot egainet 
Czechoslovakia if Frarcc should bo so tied up by 
a war against another State, that it cannot "proceed" 
against Go many. 

For the improvement of our military political 
position it oust be our first ain, in every case of 
entanglement by war, to conquer Czechoslovakia end 
Austria simultaneously, in order to renove any throat 
fror. tho flanks in caso of a possible advance woet- 
warde. In the caso of a conflict with France it woul<X 
hardly be necessary to assume that 
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Czechoslovakia would declare war on tho sane day as 
Franco. However, Czechoslovakia's desire to participate 
in tho vjor will increase proportionally to tho decree 
to which wo aro Seine wookoned. Its actual participation 
could cakd itself felt by cn atteck on Silesia, oithor 
towards tho North or tho Host. 

Onco Czechoelovekia is conquorod - aid a mutual frontier, 
Germany-Kungory ie obtained - thon a noutrol attitude 
by Poland in a Gernan-Prcnch conflict cculd norc easily 
bo relied upon. Our agroononta with Pol a. id ronain valid 
only as long cs Germany's strength re.iaii e unshoko- 
ablo; should Germany have any setbacks thon an attack 
by Poland against Saet Prussic, perhaps al'.so against 
Ponorania, and Silesia, nust \e taken into account. 

Asouning c developnent of the situation, whioh would 
loed to a planned attack on our part in tho years 1943/45, 
thon the bohavior of Pranco, England, Poland and Russia 
would probably hove to be judged in the following nannori 

The Puohror boliovee personally that in at'.l probabi¬ 
lity England and perhaps cloo France hove tlrocdy silent¬ 
ly written off Czechoslovakia, and that thoy hove got 
usod to the idoa that this quostion would one day be 
clocncd up by Goraony. The difiiculties in tho British 
Empire and the prospect of being ontunglod in cnothor 
long-drawn-out BuTcpoon War, wore decisive factors in 
the non-participation of England in a war against Ger¬ 
many. The British attitudo would certainly not remain 
without influence on Franco's attitude. A Attack by 
Franco ritnout British support is hardly probable assuming 
that its offensive would stagnate along our Western 
fortifications. Without England's support, it would al.so 
not be r.ocossary to take into consideration a march by 
Fronoo through Belgium and Hollcr.d, and this would alo.o 
not h. vo to bo rechoned with by us in oa.ee of a conflict 
with Franco, as in every ccse it would have as conse¬ 
quence the enmity of Greet Britain. Naturally, wo 
should in every case have to bar our frontier during 
tho operation of our attacks against Czechoslovakia and 
Austric. It must bo taken into consideration here that 
Czechoslovakia's defense measuree will increase in 
Btrongth from year to year, and that a consolidation 
of the inside values of the Austrian army will also be 
effected in the course of yoars. Although the population 
of Czechoslovakia and Austria would nevertheless con¬ 
stitute the conquest of food for 
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5-6 million people, on the basis that a conpulsory 
onigration of 2 nllllon fror. Czechoslovakia and of 
1 nillion fron Austria could be carried out. The annexa¬ 
tion of the two Statos to Gerneny nilitarily and political¬ 
ly would constitute c considerable relief, owing to shorter 
and better frontiers, the freoinc of fighting personnel 
for other purposes and the possibility of re-constituting 
now crr.ioo up to a strength of about 12 Divisiono, re¬ 
presenting a nor; division per 1 nillion population. 

Ho op- osition to tho rcnovcl of Czechoslovakia is 
expected on the part of Italy; however, it cannot bo 
judge tedey whet would bo her ettitude in the Austrian 
quostion sinco it would dopcr.d largely on whether the 
Duco wore alive ct the ticc or not. 

Tho censure on.’ speed our action would docido Poland's 
attitudo. Poland will have little inclination to enter the 
war against a victorious Gererny, with Russia in tho 
roar. 

Uilitary participation by Russia nuoc be countorod 
by tho Epecd of our operations; it is a question whether 
this nuod To/ token into conoidcration at all in view 
of Jc.pcn'o latitude. 

Should Case 2 occur - paralysetion of France ly a 
Civil war - then the situation should be utilized et_any_ 
tinc_for operations against Czechoslovakia, as Gcrnany T s 
Host dcngcrous onony would bo cllninatod. 

Tho Fuehrer sees Case 3 looning nearer; It could dovo- 
lop fron tho existing tensions in tho Iloditorranecn, and 
should it occur he hce firrly. decided to nako use of it 
ony tine, perhaps oven as early oc 1938, 

Following rccont experiences in the course of tho 
evonto of tho war in Spain, tho luchrcr docc not sec 
on early end to hostilities there. Taking into considera¬ 
tion the tine required for past offensives by Franco, 
a further throe years duration of war ic within the 
bounde of possibility. 0;: the other hand, frop tho German 
point of view a 100 •'or cent victory by France is not 
desirable; we are norc interested in 8 continuation of 
the war end preservation oi the tensions in the MEDITEH- 
RAiHSAil. Should Franco bo in sole poseescion of the Spanish* 
Peninsulc it v;ould con the end of Italian intervention 
and the prcsonce of Italy on the BALEARIC ISLES. As our 
interests are directed towards continuing the war in Spain 
it nust be the t&sk of our future policy to e-rentheri 
Italy in her fight to hold on ta the BALEARIC ISLES.

However a solidification of Italian positions on the 
BALEARIC ISLES uan not be tolerated either by France 
or by England and could lead to a war by Prance and 
England against Italy, in which case Spain, if entirely 
in white (i.o. Franco's) hands, could participate on 
the side of Italy's enenies. A subjugation of Italy 
in such a war appears very unlikely. Additional raw 
nctarials could bo brought to It ly via Gernany. The 
Puohrer believes that Itrly's oilitery strategy would 
be to renain on the dofeneive against Prance on the 
Western frontier and carry out operations against Prance 
fron Libya against the North African French colonial 
possessions. 

As a landing of Pranoo-Crit ioh troops on the Italian 
coast con be discounted, and as a Pronoh offensive via 
the Alps to Uppor Italy would bo extremely difficult 
and would probably stagnato before tho strong Italian 
fortifications, Pronoh lines of oonnunicatlon by tho 
Italian floet will to a Greet extent paralyze the trans¬ 
port of fighting personnel fron North Africa to Franco, 
so tiv t at its frontiers with Italy and Gernany, France 
will have et its disposal solely the uotropolitax. fighting 
forces. 

If Germany profits fron this war by disposing of tho 
Czechoslovakian and 1 tho Austrian qucctior.c, tho proba¬ 
bility nuet be asaunod that England - being et war with 
Italy - would not dociao to cocnenco operations against 
Gernany. Without British support a warlike action'by 
Prance against Gernany ie not to to anticipated. 

The dote of our attack on Czechoslovakia end Aust:ria 
must bo nado independent on tho courso of tho Italian- 
Fror.ch-Engll3h war and would not bo oinultonoous with 
tho conr.cncenent of nilitary operations t; those three 
Stc.os. Tho Fuehrer wee also not thinking of ailitarjy 
agreements with Italy* by ' iipocploto indopor.depoo orfd

Fieldnarshal von Blonborg and Gencralobcrst von 
Fritsch in giving their estimate on the situation, 
repeatedly pointed out that England and Prance nust 
not appear as out enemies, and they steted that tho war 
with Italy would not bind the French army to such an 
extor.t that it would not be in a position to Connenae 
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operations on our Testorn frontier with superior forces. 
Goncraloberst von Fritsch estimated the French forces 
which would presumably be enployed on the Alpine frontier 
against Italy to be in the region of 20 devisions, ao that 
a strong French superiority would still remain on our 
Western frontier. The French would, according to Gorman 
reasoning, attempt to advance into the Rhineland. Wo Bhouh 
considor the lead which France has got in mobilization, 
and quite opart from tho very small value of our then 
existing fortifications - which was pointed out particular¬ 
ly by Genoralfieldncrehcll von Blomberg - the four aoto- 
rizod divieions which had been laid dosm for tho West 
would be more or lees incapable of movement. With regard 
to our offonoive in a South-Easterly direction, Field- 
mnrechall von tlonborg drew special attention to the 
strength of the Czechoslovakia fortific itior.e, tho building 
of which had assumed the character of a Maginot line and 
which '..ould presont extreno difficultioe to our attack. 

Gonoralobor8t von Fritach mentioned that it was tho 
purpose of a study which he had laid on for this winter to 
investigate tho possibilities of carrying out operations 
agcinct Czechoslovakia :ith special consideration of the 
conquest of the Czcchoolovakion eystoc of fortifications; 
tho Gor.oralobcrst also stated thet owing to tho provuiling 
conditions ho would have to relinquish his leave abroad, 
which v;c.o to begin on t o 10 November. This intention was 
countornonded by th*- j^iohror who gavo sa a rocoon that tho 
possibility of tho conflict was r.ot to be regarded os 
being so imminent. In reply to statements by Genorelfiold- 
narechcll von iloaterg end Gcnercloberot von Fritech re¬ 
garding England and Franco's attitude, the Fuohrcr re¬ 
peated his previous statements ar.d said th: t ho was convinood 
of “.ritcin's non-participation and that consequently he did 
not believe in military cotton by Franco ogainet Germany. 
Should the Kotitcrranean conflict already mentioned lead 
to a general mobilization in Europe, then wo should have 
to commence ope ations against Czechoslovakia inaediatoly. 

If, however, the powers v;fco are not participating in the 
war should declaro their disinterestedness, then Germany 
would, for the tine being, hove to side with thic attitude. 

In view of the information giver, by the Fuehrer, 
Gencralobcrst Goering considered it imperative to think 
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of c. reduction or atondonaont of our military under¬ 
taking in Spain. The Fuehrer agreed to thia in eo far 
as he believed this decision should bo postponed for 
a suitable date.

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Ho concluded with this observation: 

"The question for Germany is whoro the greatest 
prssiblo conquest could be mado at tho lowest erst."

It is impossible to 
aooopt the contention that Hitler did not actually moan 
warj for after pointing out that Germany night oxpoot 
tho opposition of England and Prnnco, and analyzing tho 
strongth and tho woaknoao of those powers in particular 
situations, ho continued: 

"Tho Gorman quosticn can bo solved only by way of 
force, and this is novor without risk.... If wo 
placo tho docision to apply forco with risk at tho 
hood of tho following expositions, thon wo nro loft 
to roply to tho questions "whon" nnd "how".

Lioutcnnnt Colonol Sehnundt'e record of tho mooting 
rovoale that Hitlor fUlly ronlizod tho possibility of 
Croat Britian and Prance cooing to Poland's assistance.

As head of the Hone Press Division Pritzsche 
supervised the Gorman press of 2,300 daily newspapers. 

In pursuance of this function he held daily press con - 
ferenoes to deliver the directives of the Propaganda 
Uinistry to these papers. He was, however, subordinate 
to Dietrioh, the Reich Press Chief, who was in turn a 
subordinate of Goebbois. It was Dietrich who rcooived 
the directives to the prose of Goebbois and other Roioh 
Ministers, and prepared thon as instructions, whioh ho 
then handed to Pritzsche for the press. 

Prom time to time, the ’’Daily Paroleo of the Reich 
Press Chief, os those instructions wore labeled, dirooted 
the proas to present to tho peoplo certain themes, such 
as the Leadership Principle, the Jewish problem, the 
problem of living space, or other standard Nazi ideas. 

A vigorous propaganda campaign was carried out before each 
major act of aggression. T7hile Pritzsche headed the 
Home Press Division, he instructed the press how the 
actions or wars against Bohemia and llrravia, Poland, 
Yugoslavia, and the Soviet Onion should be dealt with. 
Pritzsche had no control of the formulation of these 
propaganda policies. He was merely a conduit to the 
pres's of the instructions handed him by Dietrich. In 
Feb-ruary 1939 and before the absorption of Bohemia and 
Er S*avia, fr instance, he received Dietrich's order to 
'bring to the attention of the press Slovakia's efforts 
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for independence, and the anti-Gemanic prliciea and 
politics rf the eStating Prague Government, This order to 
Dietrich originated in the Foreign Office, 

The Radio Division, rf which Fritzscho became 
the head in November 1942, was one of the 12 divisions 
cf the Propaganda Ministry. In the beginning Dietrich 
and other hoods of divisions exerted influence over the 
policies to bo followod by radio. Towards the end of tho 
war, however, Pritzache bocaoe tho solo authority within 
tho Ministry forjadio activities. In thiB capacity he 
formulated and iesuod daily radio "paroles" to all 
r.oich propaganda officos, according to tho goncral 
political policies rf tho Nazi rogino, subjoct to tho 
directives of tho Radio-Political Division of tho 
Foroign Offico, and tho porsonal supervision of Goobbola. 

Pritzache, with other officials of tho Propaganda 
Ministry, was presont at Goobbola' daily staff oonforonoos. 
Hero they wore instructed in tho nows and propaganda 
pollcieo of the day. After 1943 Fritzscho himself occa¬ 
sionally held thoso conferences, but only when Goobbola 
and his Stato Socrotarios wero absont. And even then 
his only funotion was to transmit tho Goobbols 1 directi¬ 
ves related to him by telephone. 

Th^s is tho summary of Fritzscho 1 3 positions and 
influence in tho Third Reich. Never did ho achieve 
sufficient stature to attend tho planning conferences 
which Hod to aggressive war; indood according to his own 
uncontrradicted testimony he never oven had a conversation 
with Hritler. Nor is there any showing that ht was 
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informed of the decisions takon at theso oonforoncos. 
His activities cannot bo said to bo those which fall 
nithin the definition of the comrn plan to wago 
aggrossive war aa already set forth in this Judgment.

Ho was 
activo in tho Party'a riae to power and ovon more ao in 
tho oonaolidation of that powor. Ho dovoted niuoh of hia 
timo to tho pcroocutien of tho churchoa and of tho Jona 
within Germany. 

Tho ovidonoo dooo not show that Bormann know of 
Hitlor'a plans to proparc, initiato, or wage aggroaoivo 
ware. Ho_nttondod nonc_of the important oonforoncos_Y?hon 
Hitlor rovoaled piono by pioco thoao plans for aggrQaaion. 

Nor oan knowlodgo bo ooncluaivoly inforrod from tho positions 
ho hold. It was only whon -ho booamo hoad of tho Party 
Chancollory in 1941, and lator in 1943 Socrotary to tho 
Fuohror whon tho attondod many of Hitlor'a oonforoncoa, 
thathls positions g avo him tho nocossary accoss. Undor 
tho viow atatod doowhoro whioh tho Tribunal has taken 
of tho conspiracy to wage aggrossivo war, thero is not 
sufficiont ovidonoo to bring Bormann within tho serpo 
of Count Ono.

Introduction 

Dear i!r. Secretary: 

For the fir3t tine since assuming this office six 
years ago, it is possible for ne to report that tho 
security of the United States of Aaerica is entirely in 
our own hands. Sinoo ny last fonaal report to you on the 
state of the Amy, our forces in -Airope, air and eround, 
have contributed nightily to the ocoplete destruction 
of the Axis eneuy. In tho Fnoifio, Japon has boon 
ocepelled to sue for an ond to tho war Which aho 
treaoherously started. For two years the victorious 
advance of the United States sea, air and land foroes, 
together with those of our allies was virtually 
unchecked. They controlled the skie3 and tho seas and 
no any could successfully oppose then. Bohind these 
foroos was the output of ^nerioan fares and factories, 
exceeding any similar effort of i^n, so diet the peoples 
everywhere with whon we were joined in tho fight for 
decency and justioe were able to reinforce their efforts 
through the aid of Aaerican ships, nunitions and 
supplies. 
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Never v»e the strength of the American denooraoy 
so evident nor has it ever been so clearly within our 
power to give definite guidance for our oourse into the 
future of the human race. And never, it seems to ne, has 
it been so imperative that wo givo thorough and practical

consideration to tho development of a uoans to provide 
a rcasonablo guarantee for future generations against 
tho horrors and oolossal wasto of war as well os soourity 
for that froedai wo rooontly loft to tho hazard of noro 
hopo or ohanoo. 

Tho Notion is Just caorging fra- ono of its gravo3t 
crises. This generation of Americans oan still remembor 
tho blook days of 1942 whon tho Japonoso oonc.uorod all 
of Malaysia, oocupiod Burma, dnd throe toned India vvhilo 
tho Gorman ormios approaohod tho 7olga and tho Suoz. In 
thoso hours Germany and Japan cono so closo to coaploto 
domination of tho world that wo do not yot roalizo how 
thin tho thread of .illiod survival hod boon strotohod. 

In good conscience this Nation C6n take little oredit 
for its part in staving off disaster in thoso oriticol 
days. It is oortain that tho refusal of the British and 
idission pooplos to accept whet appeared to bo inovltablo 
defeat was tho great faotor in tho salvago of our 
civilization. Of almost o<iual inportanoo was tho failure 
of tho enemy to aako tho most of tho situation. In ardor 
to 03tablish for the historical record whoro and how 
Germany and Japan failed I aslcod General Jisonhowor to 
have his intelligence officers prcmptly interrogate tho 
ranking uaabers of tho German High Command who are now 
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our prisonors of wgr. Hie results of those interviews 
aro of remarkable interest. They givo a pioturo of 
dissension among the enemy nations end la cl: of long-range 
planning that may well have been decisive faotors of this 
world struggle at its most oritical mcconts. 

As evaluated by tho S/ar Dopertccnt Goncral Staff, 
tiio intorrogetion of tho captured Go mar. ccmmiendcrs dis- 
oloso tho following: 

Tho availcblc ovidenoo shows that Hitler's original 
intent wos to crooto, by absorption of Gomanio pooplos 
in tho aroaa, contiguous to Germany and by tho strengthen¬ 
ing of her now frontiers, a groator Reich which would 
doninato Juropo. To this end Hitl-r pursued o polioy of 
opportunist’, which achieved tho occupation of tho Rhino- 
land, Austria, and Czooho9lovokio without military 
opposition. 

Ho ovidonoe has yot boon found that the Genian high 
Command had any ovor-cll strategic plcn. .*1 though tho 
high Coimiand approved hitler's policios in prinoiplo, 
his impetuous strategy outran Geman military capccilltios 
end ultimately led to Gomany's dofoot. The history of 
tho German High Commend fra: 1936 on is one cf constant 
conflict of personalities in which military judgement 
was increasingly subordinated to hitler's personal 
diotates. Tho first clash oocurrcd in 1938 cne rosuJ.tod 
in tho removal of Blcnborg, von Fritsch, and Book and 
of tho last offootivo conservative, oonsorvotivo 
influonoc on Gcmon foreign polioy. 
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The canpaigns in Poland, Norway, Franco, and tho 
Low Countries dovelopod soitua diversions botwoen Eitlar 
and tho General Staff as to tho details of osocution of 
stratogio plans. In oaoh caso the General Staff fevorod 
the orthodox offensive, Hitler an unorthodox attaok with 
objootivos doop in enecy torritors’. In oaoh case 
Hitler's viows provcilod and tho astounding suocoss of 
oaoh succeeding oonpaign raised Hitler's uilitary 
prostigo to the point whero his opinions wore no longer 
challenged. His nllitary self-confidonco booctio 
unassailable aftor tho victory in Franoo, and ho began 
to disparago substcntially tho idoas of his generals 
ovon in tho prosonoo of junior effioers. Thus no General 
Staff objection v;os oxprcsaod when Hitler undo tho fatal 
decision tc invedo Soviot ifuseia. 

I.hon Italy ontorod tho war ilussolini's stratogio 
oius contaiplctod the oxponsion of his onpiro undor 
tho cloak of G.riion uilitcry 3uocoss. Fiold ..arshal 
Loitol reveals that Italy '3 declaration of war was 
oontrary to her egroouent with G'-mnny. Both i.oitol and 
Jodi egroo thet it was undosired. FrOi the vory beginning 
Italy was a burdon on the Geir.cn war potential. Dependent 
upon Go runny end G~r.:an-occu?iod torritorios for oil and 
coal Italy was a constant sourco of oconauic attrition. 
Ilussolini's unilateral action in attaching Grcoco and 
Jgypt forced the Gviroans into tho Balhoa end African 
oaupeigns, rosulting in over-oxtonsion of tho Gozuen 
amios which subsequently boccuo ono of tho principal 
faotors in Gcmany's defeat.

Tho advortiaing board got tho legal fora of a public law cor¬ 
porate body. It was an institution of tho Gormn Boich. Its 
directives uoro publishod aa proclaaationa, rules and dociaiona. 
Tho responsibility was with tho president of tho advortiaing 
board. 
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Tho oinistrlcs -.xsro represented in an adrdnlatrativo board; tho 
State Secretary of tho Linistry for Volksaufklaorung and Propaganda 
was chairnan of this board. Tho Reich Minister for Volksaufklao- 
rung and Propa^inda supjrvisod tho advertising board in agreooont 
with tho Roich iilnistors coepotcnt for tho econoaic policy. 

In ordor to koop a closer contact with businosa lifo, noobora of 
tho advertising board woro appointed by tho Roich Ilnistor for 
Volkaaufklaorung and Propaganda, in agroooont with tho coepotont 
rosort oinietrloo, froe tho circlos of tho advertising business 
and othor advertising agencies (Publishers of noifspapors aivi porio- 
dicals, poster agoncios, fair corporations), tilth theso cwnbora 
of tho advertising board or Vans ot thoo individually, wishos and 
conceptions of tho oconocy, as rogards a now regulation of adver¬ 
tising, and current problems wore disoussod. Thoy had nothing to 
do with tho adrdnistmtion of tho advertising board. During tho 
war tho coonittecs of tho advertising board hardly over cot.

May we answer your statements regarding "business 
clauscs-liconces" as follows:

Q: Herr SCHLEIER, will you please state to the Tri¬ 
bunal your nano? 

A: Uy.nane is Rudolf SCHLEIER. 

Q: When and where were you born? 

A: I was born on tho 31st of August, 1899, at Hambwg. 

Q: During this last war what position did you hold, 

. Horr SCHLEIER? 

A: On tho 14th of Juno, 1940 I was draftod into tho 
ForoifT* Offlco, and thon I wont os roprosontatlvo 
of tho thon Ambassador, .’.BETZ, who had tho offico 
of tho Foroign Offico with tho Military Commandor in 
Franco, and I wont to ffcris with tho offioial tltlo 
of Consul-Goneral. V/hon this offico was mado on 
Embassy in Novombor 1940 I was takon over into 
tho Forelff* Offico os first Counsel of tho Embassy, 
with tho rank of an Ambassador.

That is at tho nonont whon Franco had not yot 
takon up negotiations for tho .unistioo. Tho 
appointment of Uarshal PETAIN was nado in lino 
with tho procoduro of Fronch Parliament, and on 
tho strongth of tho constitution of 1875. Marshal 
PETAIN alroady oarlior than that had boon Doputy 
Primo Kinis tor in tho procoding Cebinot of Prirao 
Uinlstor RENAUD. Tho Potain Govornnont thon took 
up tho negotiations for tho Armlstioo with Gor- 
nany and thoy concludod tho Arraistioo of 22 Juno 
1940. And in this troaty of Arralstico tho Fronch 
G ovornraont had rocoivod the privilogo of choosing 

its residence - capital oithor in tho occu- 

piod or unoccupiod zone of Franco. Tho Fronoh 
Govornnont nado it a point in ordor to stross its 
indopondonco, not-to nako uso of tho possibility 
of going to Paris, and,thorofsro, thoy.choso thoir 
scat in tho unoccupied part of Franco, namoly, at 
Vichy. 
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In the boginning of July, 1940, the National Assemb¬ 
ly hold its aoeting in tho unoccupied part of Franco 
and this National Assembly was constituted accord¬ 
ing to tho Constitution of 1875 by tho Chonbor of 
Deputlos and tho Sonato. And they with the consti¬ 
tutional majorityjdooidod to ontrust Marshal PETAIN 
with tho conduct of tho French Stato, in a porsonal 
union with tho office of tho Frioo iUnistor. 

Q: Horr SCHLEIER, you spoak cf a constitutional majori- 
ty. Woro all Doputios and Senators prosont? 

A: Thcro was a constitutional majority of Doputios- 
. and Sonators prosont, as far as I romombor thoso 
things. Thoroforc tho Fronch Oovornmont was croatcd 
quito logally in accordance with tho Fronch laws 
and always roJoetod subsoquont offors to como to 
Paris. Tho roason thoy gavo was that thoy wxntod 
to havo tholr soat in tho unoccupiod port of Franco 
in ordor to omphaslzo thoir own indopondonco. 

Q: Now, that is tho history of tho origin of this 
Govorrunont, How wqs this Govornmont oonsldorod 
by tho othor countrios? 

As Marshal PETAIN 1 s Oovornmont was rocognizod as far 
as ono can considor tho outor clrcunstancoo, was 
rocopsizod always as tho logal Fronch Govornmont 
bocauso tho diplomatic corps whieh in Juno 1940, 
wont with tho Fronch C-ovcrnmont from Paris via 
Tour8 to Bcrdooux followod tho French Govornmont 
also to Vichy. In Vichy all atatds with which 
Franco had nornal diplomatic rolations noro ropro- 
sontod with tho individual Foroign 
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^ovornnont by the Fronch diplomatic reps*eaontatives. 
For instance, the PETAIN Government had their 
ambassadors with all noutral govornnonts, and oVon 
dispatchod now anbassadors to foreign Chiefs of 
State, for instance,, tho Ambassedor GASTON BERGERY . 
to Moscow, and later, whon relations woro trokon off, 
botwcon Franco and Russia ho was appointed Ambassa¬ 
dor at Ankara. For instanco, thoy appointed Admiral 
BARRE at Born. And tho Sonator and Mayor of Ver¬ 
sailles, HENRIET, was appointod Ambassador to tho 
'Thito Houso. And on tho othor hand, tho foroign 
govornmonts, for instanco, tho Govomraont of tho 
United Statos of Amorioa dispatchod ambassadors to 
Marshal RETAIN. At tho outbrook of tho war Hr. 
BULLITT mo Anorican Ambassador and ho had roturnod 
to Amorica in Juno 1940. And Prosldont ROOSEVELT 
dispatchod as c now Ambaooador, Admiral LEAHY to 
Marshal PETAIN and ho arrivod at tho ond of 1940 or 
tho beginning of 1941, whilo in tho noantlrao tho 
officos of tho Anorican Embassy woro administorod 
by tho thon acting Anorican Ambassador, MURPHY.

A: Wall, in Docoobor, 1940, Monsiour do BRINON was 

appointod dclogato-genoral of tho Fronch Govornmont 
for tho occupiod part of Franco.

1 do GAULLE together with Gonoral 
GIRAUD formed tho ■Conaittoo of National Libera¬ 
tion - , and if I remonber woll, Gonoral do GAULIJ5 
waa ita chairman. 

Os Horr 8CHLEXER, Just at that period of tine, in 

July 1942, Admiral KAZAN had alao gone to North 
Africa, hadn't ho? 

A: Admiral a ALAN had boon in North Africa alroady 

a fow dayo beforo tho Allloa landod, and ho had 
boon called to Algiers whjro hia son was vory aick. 
Ho had Infantile poralysla and had boon in tho 
hoapitcl for nontha and tho hoapital had lnfornod 
him that tho condition of hia aon had dotoriorat- 
od and that thoro ^aa dangor of his son's lifo. 

For that reason ho ,during tho first days of No- 
vonbor, wont for a personal visit to Algiers. 

Q: Do you know whethor Admiral DARLAN also waa con¬ 

sidered in sono nannor as a possible chiof of a 
Fronch Oovernnont? That, by tho Allies, I moan. 

AS I don't know that. Admiral DARIAN according to 
tho now Fronch conatitutional laws had boon pro¬ 
vided as successor for Marshal PET AIN in tho 
caso nhon Lorshal PET/.IN waa in no position to 
carry out hia dutlea of Chiof of Stato, or if ho 
died. First of all, by several tolo^ons ho ox-- 
jro88Cd his loyalty to Marshal PETAIN from North 
Afrioa and thon he was arrostod by tho Allies 
in Algiers. 

THE RESIDENT: Dr. KRANZ3UEHL2R, I don't think 
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no can try the DABL&N affair here. That la a 
very coaplicated historical natter and I think 
you have very generally akotched the history of 
Franco so far as it is naterial for ua here. I 
would not go into the details of tho DARIAN 
affair or into the details of the OEUUD-Do- 
a'.ULLE nattor. 

DR. K ANZBU2HLER: Your Honor, it is sufficient for 
no to find out and to state that tho witnoss 
doos not know of any othor government than the 
Vichy govornnont which was Internationally ro- 
coGnlzod.- 

BY DR. K.uJJZBUEHLSR: 

Q: Now, Horr SCHLEIER, apart fron that, thore was 
an ..pnistlco Conaiaslon, which had soao lnflu- 
onco on tho affairs of tho Govornnont. Yhat 
kind of dutios did thoy havo? 

A: Tho Arnistico Conaiaslon had no influonoo on 
tho dutios of tho govornnont. According to tho 
conditions of tho Gornon-Fronch Arnistico, the 
Conniasion for tho Arnistico had tho task to 
docido upon tho condition of tho French dla- 
arnanont and to control the disornanont. For 
this purpose thoy had their armanont control 
inspoctorr.tos in tho unoccuplod parts of Franco 
and in North Africa. Insofar as quostions of 
French foroipi trade woro concornod, for instance, 
whoro tho assignment of Fronch norchant voosols 
nero concornod, for thoso questions and for all 
othor ocononic quostions which resulted from 
the arnistico, there was an Arnistico Dologatl-n 
and thoy worked with tho ..rnistlco Commission. 

Q: Now was this ..rnistlco Connission morely a Ger¬ 
man nattor, 
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or wore tho French represented in it also? 

AS The Araistice Connission, which had its soat at 
Tfieab&den, was a bilateral natter. There was 
a Demon Araistice Connission and a French Arni- 
stlco Connission and for the Gornan representatives 
for tho various fields, for lnstanoe for the 
Economy, thoro woro also corresponding French 
ropresontativos on tho other side which woro at 
tho disposal of the Gornan roprosontatlves. 

Q: Do you know,who was tho chiof of the *ronch De¬ 
legation? 

As The first phairaan of tho Fronch Arniatloo 

Cocciasion was tho Genoral of tho Arnioa HUNTZIGE2U 
Lator on ho diod, during an airplano crash, and 
his successor, if I rononbor tho nano corroctly, 
was Genoral of tho Arnioa Lou do Joan, but 1 am 
not so sure of that nano.

Tho quoation haa boon put to =e whother the regime of 
PETaXK rad LAVAL had been formed in keeping with the rogulationa 
of tho French Constitution and whether it waa thus a logoi 
Tronch govomaont. Tho legally baaod atand on thie quoetion 
roquiroa the ascertainment of certain facts which I did not 
witness, but which, norortholess, represent flxod historical 
ovonts.

Proaidont of tho Republic, 
Priee Hinistor HETSaUD with his ministers and thoir cabinots, 
JZAJGTil-Y, President of tho Cheabor; moreover, tho ->rmy High 
Command with Commander-in-Chief «T0 aHD, tho Chief of Staff of 
Hational Defenao, Admiral ItAHLaM, Chief of the Savy. and Genoral 
VOILLIKIS, Chief of Staff of the Air Forco net together on 
15 Juno. K^jahalPBT aIS was likewise present in Bordeaux. Still 
on the seme day tho ministers net to confer regarding tho 
political and military situation 
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in consultation with General dZIZ^SL, Adairal IuRLaE and General 
7UJ.LL 7 .yiH .. Already in the preceding cinisterlal council at 
the Condo Caetle on IB June 1940, General SETGaSD had proeonted 
the hopeloeeneee of stonplcg the advance of the superior Gernta 
forces. His viow was confirmed by reports, which had come in 
in the meantime. 

HEYSAUD persisted in the opinion that the government would 
have to escape to North Africa In order to continue waging the 
war from thero. PSTaIS was of the opinion that the government 
ought not to abandon the peoplo, and that a continuation of the 
war could no longor be answered for. Since RSTSaUD was unablo 
to gain the majority of the elnlstors for his plan, ho tendorod 
his resignation to the President of tho Rooublic on 16 Juno 
1940 at 11 o'clock in the ovoning. leaedlntoly thoroaftor 
Honsiour LSBEJS adored Marshal PETaIH to fom a government, whloh 
tho latter undertook in tho rory ease night.

Prior to leaving Bordeaux, 
it participated in the presence of the President of tho Republic 
in tho celobration of a seaorlal aorvlce in tho cathodral of tho 
city, on 35 Juno 1940, whioh day had boon do dared a national 
day of aournlng. 

In Tichy the alnietorlal council conforrod over a govorn- 
nont bill with tho aln of coed a stoning Marshal PMalf with tho 
alteration of the const itution.

On the afternoon of tho sane day the senate net undor. 
tho chnirnanehip of its President, Honaiour JE1HITEHEY, and 
passed the sano resolution with 229 votos to 1. The re¬ 
quisite dear majority wag not only attained in both o.aoos, 
but also oxcocded by far.

This constitution was to bo ratified 
according to the text of the govornnent draft by tho 
bodies croatcd by it.

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Bo it resolved by the National Assembly that: 

1 . The application of the Constitation Laws of 24 - 25

2 . Marshal rETAIN has in the way of decrees with legal 
-poroc full power to resort" to the noosurcs requisite 
for the maintenance of order, of life, and the rehabi¬ 
litation of the country, as well as the liberation of 

„ the sovereign territory. 

3 . Tho National Assembly entrusts to Marshal ITT'.IN the 
nisoion of collaborating with the competent cooaisaiona 
on tho preparation of tho new constitution by-laws, 
which shall bo proposed to the people, as soon as cir¬ 
cumstances perait a free discussion. 

So Minister L'.V\L announced that the government 
was ready to change the toxt of its draft and to toko 
into consideration one of the demands of tho countor- 
dr.aft. The draft, whioh was to come up bo fore a voto in 
tho nftornoon, was to contain tho provision that tho con¬ 
stitution would be ratlfiod by the pooplc and executed 
by tho bodies orcatcd by it. 3y this aeons the withdraw¬ 
al of tho counter-draft was rendered possible. 

L'VAI n who spoko in the none of Marshal ITTAin, 
did not stato anything about the fora of consultating 
tho pcoplo, but rondcrod the assuranco that it would take 
place in the broadost poasiblo scopo, and that the con¬ 
stitution would not bo ratified by the bodies of the 
moment, the chamber and tho senato, but by a vote of tho 
nation as a whole.

Tho sessions rooord was taken down in shorthand} howevor, 
it was not published as far as I know, tut was supposod 
to le transferred to the Rational Archives. The afore¬

b) Public Session: 

In the afternoon of 10 July the publio session of 
the Rational Assembly took place under the chairmanship 
of the President of the Senate, Monsieur JE'.KNOTTY in 
nooordcnce with.paragraph II of the Constitutional taw 
of 10- July 1075. ?or particulars reference nay be made 
to the sessions record, 

After the report of the committee, which had been 
forned for the examining of the bill, was made public, 
the national Assembly proceeded to the vote. 569 votes 
wore coot for the government draft, 30 Parliament nenbors 
against it, and 13 abstained. Thus, the clear majority 
required as per parograph 3, section 2 of the Constitu¬ 
tional Law of 25 February 1375 was attainod by far and, 
noreover, evon then whon the clear majority is oonrutad 
with tho inclusion tb' those who had died sinoc tfcc 
assumption of this offioo, had relinquished.their offioo, 
or had been declarod 0.0 having forfeited it. In the 
latter oatogory belong the 72 Communist senators and 
representativeo, who had boen declared as having forfeited 
thoir offioo in January 1940, Thus with tho inoluslon of 
all those who had lost their office as a rcaxlt of dc- 
ooasc, withdrawal or forftit in the computation, 467 voton 
would have sufficed for tho attainment of a olear majori¬

However cue may intorpret paragraph 3 section 2 of 
the Constitutional Law, in each case the alteration of 
the Constitution has been arrived at according to duo 
proocss of law. (Cf in this connection PUVE1G2D, Leo _ 
Constitutions d6 la Trance, 2nd edition 1946, page 1C^ 
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The 

Constitutional Law 
of 10 July 1940 states as follows: 

"The N?tional Aasaebly confers on tho govemoent of the Republic 
under tho authority and the signature of Marshal PBTAIH full 
powora to promulgate a new constitution of the French State 
by ono or moro acts. This constitution oust safeguard tho 
rights of labor, of the faaily, and of tho country. It will 
bo satisfied by tho nation and applied by tho bodies which it 
has created." 

It was proclaimed on 11 July 1940 by Vonslsur L33RUN, tho Proaidont 
of tho Republic in the customs ry manner. 

This Constitutional Law did not touch tho legality of tho 
PET..IN govornaant but oxtendod tho latter's owor of authority, 
which,up to now,had boon rostrictod to ths oxocutivo power, ovor 
tho logislativo power including that of creating a constitution. 

It represents tho basis for tho subsequent acts of tho govornoont, 
tho legislation,and the constitution tho lattor of which, how- 
ovor, do not roprosorfc a full constitution, but rather a ooro 
statuto of organiration. 

Conclusion 

In e foct Partial FSTiJN, appointed by the Proaidont of tho 
Ropublic, took ovor tho formation of the govornoont during tho 
night of tho 16 to the 17 Juno 1%0 as tho successor of Paul 
RETNAUD, in no way differing free the long series of Primo 
Minister of tho Third Ropublic preceding hio. As Professor BURDEAU 
(op. cit., page 203) ascertains, it took place" in the roost rogulnr 
manner, according to the procoduro which is no rosily observed for 
tho investigation of ministerial crimes. Thus, ono cannot contost 
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tho legality of the cabinet »*s formed during tho night of 

tho 16 to tho 17 Juno — ". Further rjsults show that tho 
majority of tho appointed roprjscntativas of tho French pooplo 
had demonstrated their confidence in tho vote of 10 July 1940, 
which could scarcely have boon express ad in e. aoro unraatr'lned 
ennnor. 

Tho legality of the P^T.'JN govornaent has boen contested.

In a political rospoet Gcnoral do G-ULL3 has always designated 
tho governoont of PST; IN ns a usurper of authority. Tho noto 
from Gonoral do GAUIIE and the Consoil do 
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DAfon«e de l'fcpirc franfMs of 17 Kny 1941 to all the govern¬ 
ments reproaanted in London,dccl*T33, that the Vichy-rovornaont 
had placod itself in a situation through the Annietice nhsroby it 
•ns doprived of evory independence ovor against the intrudor, that 
it had seized the power and changed the French institutions 
tomplotoly without consulting ths French pooplo and without 
allowing its representatives to express th'cselvos freely, that 
it was exercising Juthority without any chock on the fart of 
the nation since this usurpation, and ns a rosult was not in 
tho situ-tion to exercise the -uthorlty of tho French sovoroignty 
and did not havo tho right to do so. The Decree of 9 august 1944 
in rog-rd to tho Restoration of tho Republics Legality on ths 
Continents Sovoroign Torritory also regards tho govornmont of 
PSTAIfl as if it had nevor boon anything but a do facto,govornmont 
( TlALLDE in Son. Jur. of 7 January 1945). 

However, as FILINS correctly observes, dc Q/.ULL5, '‘hoso main 
activity w^e diroctod t<wnrd the organization of tho bnttlo, 
oould not afford to have his troops troatod -s girrilla nanbors. 
tor hla froo this point of view, the French govommont wr.s no 
longor logoi already with tho conclusion of the Armistlco. 

Profossor HJHDEAU (op. clt., page 202 f) is of tho opinion 

that one con give theso words thair true signific'nco only if 

ono distinguishes betwoan the legality and tho logitii'-.cy of 

tho govomaont. The gov rrncont of I'arshal PSTAIN was a legal 

government on tho basis of tho Constitutional Law of 10 July 1940, 

sinco it was formad in accordance with the Constitution, which for 

• 

its part had been created according tc the law. For tho rest, 

regarding tho uncontost~bllity of those facts,ho rofors to tho 

Plrldoyor of Chief Public Prosecutor MDRTS7 in tho trial against 
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Kdcirel S3T3V« bofora the Haute Cour do Justice, (High Court of 
Juatice), oxpraases tha opinion, bowovor, that the PffTAIN govern¬ 
ment had not bean legitinato, in tho sonas that lcgitljar.cy roata 
on tho conaont of tha poocle, and thrt tho Fronch, who had 
rooiaincd loyal to the deoocratic ideal, had rojoctod thia rogiavs. 
Convoraoly, ho is of the opinion trrt the do GAULLE govtrnoont.

Inter in .Igiors out illegal ( ftirdonu, op. cit., page 162). 

The Docrc: of 9 -ugust 1944, did, to be sure, jst-blish 16 Juno 
1940 ns tii o dr*.to of the Inst legal government of tho Republic. 

«s c aottor of fact, however, this day ms not the legal and of a 
regina, but the st“rting-polnt of n revolutions tho Bevolution 
of Gonoral do Gi.ULLE ( Burdosu, op. cit., p".go 203) and of 
his foUovura witn tho sin of lending expression and forco to tho 
national legal concept which ce*ssd to represent tho official po*ror 
of tho stato. His first provisional govemnertt which cn 3 Juno 
1940 rolioved tho French ccmitteo of tho Notional Libor-tion, ms 
still n do f-cto govorra.nt. Only tho second provisionod 
government, "filch hf.d for a basis the Constitutional Law of 
2 Novanbor 1945 rosolvod by tho French pocnl© on 21 October 1945, 
was legal, and here also Jt would bo bottor to speak of t rogimo 
rathar thrn of a government. ( Burdonu, op. cit., o ago 198 f.)

facto govorreant. Hawovar, one would fnvo to rdoit, that tho 
provisional government of tho Ropublic (that is,of course, tho 

government of General dc G«.fILS up to tho Constitution'll Lav 0 f 
2 November 1945) did not presont itsolf different from the logal 
point of viaw. Tho illegality of the constitutional acts was 
deducod by DUVZEGTt from, tho f'ct th-.t the constitutional law 
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ordered tho ratification of tho constitution to bo promulgated 
by Marshal PZ&JH, orri tho constitutional acts were illogal 
bocousa thoir mtification by the people did not tako plsco. Tc 
be suro ovor against this,it is maintain ;d, that tho Constitutional 
Law gives Marshal PBTAIN tho right to promulgate tho constitution 
and that theroin lies tho possibility of Diking it binding prior 
to tho ratification. 
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One would havo to admit that a cloar contradiction oxlatod botvoon 
tho words promise to and ratify. I^nravor, it is to ho oxplninod 
hy tho circumstance that the obligation to ratification had boon 
added to the original version, and that they had ovorlookod to 
bring tho rorainier of tho text in agreorant with this addendum 
(cf.3UVESGIB, op.clt.pago 107). The dsbato during tho public 
•ossion of tho National Assosbly confirms tho riov of Prof .DUVTlGffi 
insofar as Is shown In a staterant of LAVAL, that tho ratification 
rust prscodo tho "fonctionneaint effoctif das institutions nouvollos", 
Howovor, waro tho 12 constitutional acts alroady to bo rogardod 
as thoso ■institutions*, which roprosontod ovorything other than 
a full constitution? And was It not noant that tho rattor should 
30 no furthor than to a provisional organlaetion statuto, aftor 
hopos for an oarly poaco had boon daahod, and a ratification by 
tho nation was out of quostlon beforo tho roturn of approxlratoly 
1.8 million ron from civtlvlty? Othor than that: How oould 
thoso constitutional acts chango a legal govornnont Into a do facto 
ono? 

Aftor tho National assonbly had ontrustod to itorshal IBTAIU tho 

wholo oxocutlvo and loglslatlvo powor, the locality was thoro 

whoro ho vantod It to bo, in any esse, as long as tho pooplo did 

not ronovo It and another govorn.-ont was rooognlsod by tho 

forolgn statos.

On 13 June, Ifansieur RHYNAUD solemnly asked President 
ROOSEVELT to declare officially that the United States, would grant 
their sore'. and (raterial assistance to the Allies, short of sending 
an expeditionary force. 

On Saturday, 15 June, no answer of President ROOS=mT‘a 
had arrived as yet. 

The end of the ministry of REYNAUD. 

From 16 hoars until 19A5 hours, the ministers hold their 
first ministerial conference in tho governmental buildin? of 
Bordeaux and started again on a no* examination of tho political 
and military situation. This govornBontal conference was attondod 
by Genoral "SYG.'JTO, Admiral D/.RLVN and General VUI1LDVJN, Chief 
of Staff of tho Air Force. The whole of France awaitod with 
anxioty the results of tho ministerial conforenco. Soldiors and 
rofugoes crowded in the towns and villages and stood around the 
radio transmitters and waited for the oosssgos; evorybody was 
awaro of the fact that the fate of France was at issuo. 

But tho ministerial conference broke up without making a 
decision. The conference was rwuaed Sunday roroinr and aftornoon. 
The council was infortred then that President R0QSSVS2T, besidos 
declaring that the United States would double their offorts as 
regards supplies of alr-plancs and ammunitions, had made it un¬ 
mistakably clear that this promiso did not include any military 
assistance because only Congress would be entitled to such a state¬ 
ment. 
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At the a ace time, the Cerran araies had crossed the Seine 
in the direction of Uolun and Fontainebleau, had reached Avallon 
aol the north edge of Dijon and crossod the Saono. 

During the preceding days. Great Britain had reduced her 
forces in the first line of the French Front to the strength of 
one division and 1 ini ted her assistance fron the air to approximately 
00 interceptors. 

# 

Since 16 June, the fcraationa of the British Air Force had 
retired to the neighborhood of St. Nazalro to eefcark fron thoro. 

For these reasons, no British or American help could savo 
Franco from a complete invasion. 

The core the tine went on, the longer tho bombardments froa 
the air of the cities, tho killing of civilians and soldiers kept 
going, of soldiora who,for their cost part could not fight any 
more for lack of tho necessary supplies, tho clearer bccano, with 
a tragic licpldnoaa, tho outlinos of the alternative: oithor to 
ask for an armistico, as Varmhal PCTAIN and General ’VFfG.JID ad¬ 
vocated, or to givo France up for lost. 

Tho MX. RFTNAUD ard VA?fDEL sccir* that thoy lost control of 
the majority of tho ninistorial council approachod Mr. CHURCHILL 
with a last suggestion in erdor to gain tino: tho French govern¬ 
ment proposed to leavo the soil of the homeland and to proclaim the 
ostrblishaent of an Anglo-French union with a coeraon nationality. 

Had such a suggestion boon aado prior to tho invasion, it would 
have creatod a sensation. At the tine when it was nado,it could 
only mean that the French possessions ovorsoas would cooo under 
British rule. The majority of the ministars becked up Marshal 
P3TAIN and General ^BXGhN) by rejecting this proposal which would 

actually have roducod France to the status of a dominion. 
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At 23 hours, U. Paul R5TKAUD offered the resignation of tho 
alnlstors to the President of the Republic. 

M. Albert 128UN coenlasioned the Marshal with the forcing of 
a now government.

I know that our admirable artsy, cosbatting an one ay, ho is 
superior in numbers and armament, with a heroism worthy of its 
long military traditions, offers me its love; I know that tho army, 
by ita vondjrful resistance, fulfilled our obligations to our 
aliios; I know that I can be sure of the support of tho war veterans 
whom I was ho no rod to cooaand; I '<now that I enjoy tho confidonco 
of tho entire nation: For this reason I offor as a prosont to 
Franco my own porson in order to rolicvo her aisfortuno. 

In theso diroful hours I reoosbor tho unforturvito rofugoos vrho 
crowd our roads in the doopast of distress. I offor thorn ray 
sympathy and ay care. 

*»ith a sad heart I toll you now that thoro must bo an ond of 
tho fighting. To-day I have approached our enemy with tho quostion 
of whothor ho is willing to seek, together with mo, as is usual 
betwoon soldiors, for honorable ways and means to put an ond to tho 
war. 

May all the French people flock around the government which 
I am loading and control their sorrow in this time of hard trial 
by oboying to their faith in the future of their country.

H. Jean PROUVOST, Comlaaionor General for Propaganda, then 
reported about tho sad hours in the castle of Cande. 

On 12 June . V. Paul R5TKAUD introduced General **5fG..ND to tho 
ministerial council which was held in tho castle of Cande under 
the chairmanship of U. albert LEBRUN. ~ith a clearness and 
sinceroty which moved .. - most of the ministers to tears, tho 
generalissimus sketched the military situation in the most dramatic 
session which tho government of the French Republic had evor seon. 
Subsequently, tho mothers of the government briefly g^vo thoir 
opinions. It bcccas obvious that tho opinion dominated that it 
would bd impossible for France to ev-do tho comploto occupation 
without an armistice, In tho face of this droadful possibility, 
tho ministerial council unanimously decidod to entreat Prime 
Minister CHURCHILL to como to Franco for a Joint conforonco. Tho 
Cabinot was convoked again at 1500 hours of th, next day in ordor 
to establish contact with tho British Prime ilnistor and to loarn 
his opinion from his own mouth. 

For two hours the French ministers anxiously awaited tho 
British Primo Minister walking in see 11 crestfallon groups in tho 
garden. Approximately at 1700 hours, Prime L'lnistor REYN..UD and 
the Minister of tho Intorior NANDO, arrived alone and said that 
they both had seen the British Prime Pinistcr who, however, had to 
return to England and regretted very much that ho had boon unablo 
to talk to tho Fronch minis tors. 

Tho cabinet thon asked M. Paul RETNAUD for the opinion of the 
British Prime Minister in case Franco should bo compelled to 
surrender. 
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M. RB&UD gave the following roply: "In agrcoacnt with lord 
HiLIFnX and Lord BE..VSt3RC0K who hed accoapanied the British Prirao

1) to await tho reply of Prosidant ROOSEVELT to Franco's

4) that the policy of 'double-dealing - pureuod aftor 
Montoire handicapped German sctlvlties. gainod valuable tine and 
in cooperation with the Allie* aorved the interests of tho 
latter; 

5) that the allie* considered and recognised tho Vichy 
government a* the legal French government. had their aabnasndorB 
etationod there, negotiated and treated with it oponly or 
secretly, end that thoy supported tho confidential agents of 
Vichy in Horth-Africa in 194^. 

So far only apologies, anecdotes or poloaic treots had 
appeared with regard to that dramatic epoch, publications which 
brought Vichy followers and underground fighters out on tho 
arena against each other. 

Is historic criticisn. without waiting for the well-known 
"reaction" and starting froc the estimate of the facts, tho 
documents and the acts, now going to claim its rights? ''It is 
premature to write history, at any rate up to that moment 
when it ha* become too late* say*, not without wit, Monsieur 
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JacquSa SCUSTHJ.K in the preface to another new book: *2nvere 
et contra tout" (Towards and agalnet everything), in which, in 
con treat to Monsieur GlhA&D, he describes tho activity of the 
free Frenchmen behind General de OaULLE in a Banner as though 
this conaonity ftlono had served the true interests of tho notion. 

Still, the reader will be struck by the serenity with 
which the historian of free France in the service of hie novenent 
exposes the very facts which Monsieur GIBaSD in his turn invokos 
to oxplain the Vichy diplonacy. Thus, for instance, tho contacts 
end ngreesents, which the Anglo-Saxon Allios and oven the Sovletn 
openly or tacitly had with the PBTaIS govornnent are ternod by 
Monoier SOUSTKLIB as "weakness", whereas to tho foroor collaborator 
of PET-ilii they constituted the Justification of tho "double- 
dealing" , had ovon becoso tho "big plan". 

Tactical necessities or treason? 

Fron tho nnathoaa and legal condom'lion ono now orocoodo 
to cxiusino tho circuastancos cloarod of that "funo" of which 
Monoiour SOUSTKLLE is spooking ar.d bohind which - no natter if 
somo, llko hicsolf, "threw upon tho tablo of dostiny thoir own 
honor end thoir own lives* - others woro modulating on tho key¬ 
board of moral values and concepts ranging fron "ettontism to 
collaboration" as ho hiaself puts it today. (Monoiour GldaHD 
also mrkos a distinction botwoon "collaboration" rnd 
"collabora.tionisn", tho first being to hie tactical nocosoity, the 
latter treason.) 
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Sut, no doubt, thla la not only to provo Monaleur SOUSTELLS'a 
objectivity ao natural in a can of acience. He la a man of 
politico too, who hae the right to think that a vlctorioua caueo 
which involved the fate of the nation cuat aeo thlnga from a 
high level. 

Thia aorrow la rather acute theae daya. Could one not 
aee laat Sunday, at a political ceetlng, one of tho coat ardent 
Saulliatee, H. OIaCOBBX, the very prealdent of the ■Intergroupo*, 
aeated at the right of one of thoeo forcer preaidenta of the 
'/ichy goverasent vhoee activltlea Honaieur OIRaHU aoeka to 
doocribo aa having been b*-eed on patriotic cotlvea: Nonaiour 
P.K. TLaBDIB, who thua narked hia return to tho political arena. 
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I, Dr. BoIf KUBLLBB. Defense Counsel at the Military

Morals, or, expressed mere prooisoly, oontengorar^_othios 
form one of tho main motivating foroos for tho origin and dovelop- 
m«t of all lams| espooially tho intsmatiCEal martial lam has its 
origin in throe Urge souroos <)f pr-ori national •go-omntrioity, 
mar oaorgonoy and othios, 

. But, and this may bo called a ootmunis opinion, Justioo and 
othios aro not idontioal, lam and morals are not tho samoj thoro 
ie on immoral lam and thoro aro lomloss moral o loins not protod- 
sd by and included in lam. This is also tho oaso in tho spfcoro of 
international lam and ospooinlly intho sphoro cf international 
martial lam.

Homeror, as far os moral ocnooptions aro oonoorned, it is 
doplorablo that mo moot horo 
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with an inoroaaing ohaaa. In thi* r—peot may I not ref or to ay 
•tudy aider tho hooding “Thought* on national athica in inter¬ 
national interoourao" appearing in "Hotea of tho Aasjoioiion ctf 
Ko«igaborg Soholara" in 1925. On pagoa 76 ff. thoro aro tho follm- 
ing aontono oai 

"In tho or dor of rank af tho varioua impulse* gororning 
international intoroourae tho prinoiplod of action* dlffor frcaa 
•ooh other in part to a gr *at axtont and wo find only too ofton 
that tho moral oauaoa.aro liatod laat tad play a aubatituto 
role. (Prlnoiplo of aubaidlaation of othioa in inUrnatioial 
intoroourao). 

In too aany oaaoa moral axguaonta haxo to aorro oa a justification 
if no "bottor" reason* oxist, And, only too frequently, tho moral 
indignation i* tho oxproaaioo used for look of material rooaona 
of attacking.

Efpoolally now, not ororything that prosonta itaolf in a moral 
oloak or protnnda to bo ctf a '’moral oharaotor", ia ootunlly tho 
oxpro«Bion or orm an oqulralont expression of moral oonaoiouanoaa. 
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*horo la no sphere in whloh dishonesty, othieal lip-sorrieo, 
false pathos, rhjtorio, oact and similar aro so* at hciso than in 
the dcoaln of prosont-day international rolations. 

And newhoro ol«o aro tho slogan and tho phrase, these two mani¬ 
festations of laok of prinoiplo and want of olority, as predominant. 

H ith particular raforunoo te pathos, it is a foot, os dis¬ 
pleasing as it is woll-kncwn, that tho higher tho moral pathos in 
mattors sf fore ip: polioy, the naaller of^onthe probability that this 
pathos is really tho orprassion of moral ecorioticn. 

Hcwovur, on tho ether hand, this is Dot want to ocovey that - 
whorovr. such dishonestias appoar there is a laok of othiool indor- 
■ tan ding. At least s'tso of tho oasos aro simply tho attempt to 
furnish a moral oloak oith*r for lacking morality or for on Individual 
uidortaking whioh Is felt to bu immoral." 

Soe also tho following remark On pago 11 of my publication. 

Issued in 1955, undor tho titloi "Di* Eriso <*>• swlsohsnstaatlichon 
Denkons" C®ho Oriels in International Trend of Thought")i 

"T 0 tho oxtent that o proooss of moral intograticn is to bo 
aseortalnod in tho international sFhoro, it seems that tho rooontly 
offootod approach of lntornatlcnal morality towards jrLvato morality 
is again disappearing, and tho oharaotoristios of this state morality, 
its changeability, stato egotism, 
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sovereignty, hypocrisy ate. aro ooaing totho fore moro strongly. The 
sajaa applios to its naticwial limitation, which, wf Into, is ondoaTour- 
Ing to expand from the nati<R, in tho politioal sonso, to tho racial 
unit, to tho extent that tho idoa of racialism dorolops in the moral 
sphoro too, not only in that of * polltios and law." 

Today, such a lino of diitinctico would have to bo drawn noro 
sharply. Pirst of all, tho question would haro to bo asked bhothor 
tho oourso of'- sthioal developaant, If asoertainablo at all, is in 
tho dirootion of progrots or dooay. In oonnootion hcrowith, tho follow¬ 
ing sontonoos aro instructive, whiohero takon from an artiolo of tho 
former ^aorloon S«orotary of Stato °enry L. STD1KN, published in 
Janmry 1947, in the Aaorioon poriodiool Poroign Affairs, under tho 
tltloi "Tho Nuremberg Trial Landmark of Low", (page 189)i 

"A fair scrutiny of tho last two *orld rfors makes bioar tho 

■toady lnton8ifioation_in_tho_inhumanity_of_tho_woapons_and_BOthodj 
omployod by both tho aggros sers and tho rioters. In or dor to dofoat 
Japanoso aggression, wo woro forood, as Astral NIMITZ has statod, to 
omploy a toohnioquo of unrostriotod submarino warfare net unlike 
that whloh 25 yoors ago was tho proxlnato o auso of our entry int* '<orld 
War I. In tho use of strategic air powor, tho AlUos took tho livos of 
hundreds of thousands of oivilions in Germany, and in Japan tho 
dostrustioo of civilian life wroakod by o \r B-29s, own 
baforo tho final blow of tho atonio bombs, wi at loast proporticn- 
atoly groat. It is 
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true that our uao of thia doatruotiw poaur, particularly of tho 
atonic boob, waa for tho pirpoao of winning a quiok riotcry otot 
aggro moto, iouU mini alt a tho looa of life, not only of our 
troopa but of tho oiriUon population of our onoaioa &a woll, and 
that thii purpoao in tho eaao cf Japan waa oloarly offaotod.

In oonnootion horewlth, tho atatmonte deaorvo quoting, which

(Tronsoript of aossion, orfioial Geraan issue, volir* I, pago 286)i

If wo now turn to the quostic® as to who th or, and undor what 
logoi conditions, privato porions any b> hold accountable undor 
original law in aooordanoo w ith £rov^ling_Intox;na^ 
tho following nust first of all bo osoertainodi In tho undooidod 
thoorotiool dispute of opinions, waged under tho nettoos of d*aliatie 
or (oonistio oonstruotion of tho relationship batwoon International 
Law and Stato Law, both tho (Wtor of tho Intornrfional Military 
Trlbinai as woll as Uw So. 10 aro based on tho oonistio prinoiplo, 
that is tho prinoiplo affirming the i®ity of both spheres of law. 

At tho saao tine, they offirn the so-oallod grinaoj; of International 

Law, l.o. the suporordinatic® of International Uw ovor Stato Law, 
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at loaat to tho extent that atato ager.oiei and party agenoiea ro- 
apoctivoly aro involvod. 

Accordingly, in tho two triala, concluded todato, egainat tho 
major «ar oriainala and ogainat forcer Pie Id Marshal MIWB, a nuaber 
of fornor loading German atatoa and Party offioiala woro oonviotod 
of tho diorgo of having violatod Intornational Low aa poraona dirootly 
roaponalblo under International Ua>, whereas other defondanta before 
the Intornational Military Tribunal wore aoquittod for lack of 
ovidonoo pointing to auoh violation of duty. 

Tho bo oaaea, howovor, did not doal with private poraona, but 
dealt oxcluaivul^ with formor high ftircon State and Party offioiala, 
who woro appointed to function aa roproaontativoa of the Stato in 
forming and oarrying out tho will of tho Goraan Stato, 

Undor tho cirouaatancoa, tho two trial courta hod no roaaon to 
troat tho fundoaorrtal quoation a a to whothor tho Oiarter and law No, 

10 roapootivwly apply to jrivato poraona too, 

Howover, tho International Military Tribmel has aado tho follow¬ 
ing atatoaont, noteworthy in thie oomootion, in ordor to justify 
tho foot that aocording to Artiolo 7 of tho Sartor tho offioial 
funotion of a dofondant nay not bo reoogniaod aa a roaaon for pro- 
oludlng piniahaont under criminal law (Goraan offioial iaauo, voluno 
I, pago 249)l 

"••hoover violates tho law of war, nay not olais oxooption fren 
punitfinont 
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on the ground* that ho acted on tho baa ia of thu Bovar.oignty of tbfi 
State, if tho State aiccticc* aotiona lia outaldo tho franc- 

work of Int irn.ittonal Low." 

Aa for aa tho Proaooution is occoerned, It waa obvioualy guidod 
by tho following opinion and acooptod it ia a ncttor of 
oouraoi Tho function of an cxooutivo State cf Party offioial 

ia a pro-roqulaito for puniahnont bo leg poralaaiblo on tho ohargo of

free 1940 to 1945, it Torn* tho foimdation for tho roaponaibility of 
all dofondanta, of tho politioal and of tho cilitary loadora, of 
tho hi£i fvnotionarloa of National Sooialiat 
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Cranny and of the ^ushror of tho Ha«{ Pafty," 

*he introductory spoeoh of tho An<j,«i Cft p Prosecutor against 
the dafaidant FRIT23CE2, on tha aiming of 21 January 194* *rtain« 
tho following atatenenti 

FRITZS CEE is on tho daf ecdanta' dook not ofl-i-IC«2_03a» but as 
an offioiont and proven Nall propagandist, who ccotributod substontl- 
ally to tho Rail* in thair work of laying tho Gornanjooplo in ever 
oloser fottors." 

On tho morning of 21 January 1947, tho Pronoh Proseoutor *aid 
tho following in hi* statenmt* on tho spoliation of ocoupied torri- 
torio *1 

"Thoao inhuman aoticn* thorafora <bubtlo B *ly roprosont war orimo*, 
which fall undor tho jurisdiction of tho Intoraational Military Tribunal, 
in a* muoh a* tho loading ^"ona^o* of tho Roioh aro^ooneornod." 

Both Artiolo II 4 b of law Mo. 10 and Artlolo 8 of tho Charter 
likewise point to tha oorrootno** of tho point of view taton horoj 
it say* thoro that tho ordor of a auporlor douo not ox«=pt froa 
responsibility undir orlninal law. H«*ovor, it doo. not spoak thoro, 
in a gonoral way, of all erdors addressed to subjwits. Howevor, only 
suoh persons rocolw orders froa suporitrs, who or* in a spooifio 
relation of subordination to tho Stato or to saao othor roprosent- 
atlvo of publio authority, particularly officials and nonbor* of tho 
ifbtaraooht, that is to say only to Stato offioiols. Only such pooplo 
havo suporiors 
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and reooive orders from supori a», but not the free subj*ot. 

Roforaceo nu« *l*o bo aado in thia comootion to Article II, 2f, 
of 1*\» So. 10. According to thia In, alao auoh poraona, axong 
others, any bo ocaoidorod oa boin^ortioiponta in crimes against 
peoae, who hold high pooltiona, for axosplo in tho induatrial lifo of 
Germany. T hia provision, thoroforo, rofora only to broaoh of peaoo. 

For tho domain of tho Hagu» Convention rospooting War on Land, 

It may by doduood from tho preceding Fourth H aguo Convention of 1907 
that tho provlaiona of thia Rogulation aro destined to rogulnto aolely 
tho oonduot of aoabora of tho arsed forooa, but not that of privato 
poraona. 

Artiolo 1 roods: 

"Tho oontrnoting pewura mil iaauo instructions to thoir ]ftod 
arnica, ahioh "ill oorroapond to tho Rogulation on Lows and Cuatc®a 
of Vfcr on Land attaohod to thia Convention." 

Artiolo III alao doaorvo* aonticn inlhia oonnootion. Horo it 
ovon aaya oxplioltiy that tho belligerent as svnh la r^aponaiblo 
for dosngoa in tho oaao of a violation of tho Hoguo C«ivonticm on 
lend Warfare, ~ thoroforo not ovon tho noibur of tho armed forooa 
oconittlng tho act — and that tho bo 111 go rant, and not tho maabor 
of hla a mod forooa oomitting tho aot, ia roaponaiblo for all aotiona 
oomaiUod by poraona "ho aro aoabora of on armed forco. 

In oonnootion horowith, particular reforeneo suet alao bo 
made to Artiolo 56 of tho «*aguo Convention on Land .ferfaro. 
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*hi« regulation prohibit* ar»ry oanfi»o*ticn, deliberate destruction 
or damaging of nvnloipal property and ijtftitufcea doyotod to ohuroh 
aorriooa, wolf are, edusaticn, art and aclenoo, In its final regulation 
it ordora tfao puniahnent of aush notices. 

This inatruotion ia clearly not dirocted against the perpetrator 
but against hi a Stato, which by noons of thia regulation of inter¬ 
national law ia oallod i*>on to puniah the aot in quoaticn oooording 
to tho rules of ita national lawa. 

Artioloa 4, 6, 8 and 12 of tho B ft juo Rule* for Und .7arfaro 
oro alao addroaaod to tho onoegr atato and not to nenbora of tho 
WUmaooht (A r nod Forces), particularly not to Fri’rato peraona. 

A ainilor oonoluaien canto drawn JYob tho wording of tho Gonova 
Convontio. for Frieonora-of-*/ar of 1929. Cooparo Article 2, 4, 28j 
Artiolo 28 states: 

"The detaining power ahnll naauae entire reaponaibility for 
tho oaintooinoe, ooro, treatnent and paynont of wagea of 
priaonera-of-wor working for tho .account of prirate poraona." 
According to thie, tho roaponaibility of thoao prirato peraona 
-ho employ pr la on or •-of-"nr, for the treatment of tho prisoners, 
ia oxpresaly prvoludod, and tranaf erred to the detaining atato 
(Kohneatoat). 

Tho theory that tho Hogxw Ruloa for Land rtarforo aro direoted 
oxolualvuly to tho atato and that thia oarrioa the reaponaibility 
for breaking thoao ruloa. 
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oapoclolly f cr oriaea againat priacntra-cf-war, ia aupportod by tha 
atatononta oado by tha Ruaaion Protooutor Colonol POKROVSKY boforo tho 
International Military Tribunal during the norning aoaaion on 13 
Fobruary 1948. 

Colonol POKROVSKY atated tho following: 

"Tho natural conolualon la drawn (froa the “ague 
RuIjb for land .iarfara) that inoaaoa of violation of th-eo ob¬ 
ligations, tho raaponaibility for a orioo againat a priaonor- 
cf-war and oapoclally for ayatoavtio orioaa diroot ad againat tho 
dignity, oeraon, health and life <tr priaonora-of-war nuat fall 
on tho government of tho oountry whioh haa allied tho Ceovontion." 

In thla oonnootion it ia odifying to not a, and it aupporta tha 
theory roproaontad hero, that *}ano_K*t§3i» P rlnoi P kl of thu 
Vienna Sohool, in aplto of hia oonlatio prinolploa, doea not draw 
tho ocnolwaIona gonorally drawn fron a etatuto auoh aa i^w No. 10, 
and thia not even in tho oaao of - organa of tho atato, to aay 
nothing of private poroono. Ho la for aoro of tho enjhatio opinion 
that violationa of intornatlcnal low by organa of tho atato nuat 
bo laid to tho oharge of the atato and not to that of tho noting 
organ. * convention of intornationol law whioh onpc*ora a oourt 
of law to oako individuate rooponelblo for the notions of offiolal 
bodloa, seta up a atondu-d of international law with a r otronctivo 
oharaotor. (oonparo CaUfornia Uw Review Vol. 31 1942, 1943, pngo 
538) i 
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"Tho legal meaning of tho atatocwat that an act is an act of Stato 
is that this aot is to bo imputed to tho Stato, rot to tho individual 
who has performed tho aot. If an act porfor^id by an individual - 
and all acts of State aro performed by individuals - must bo inputed 
to tho State, tho latter is responsible for this aotj and that neons, 
so f t as general international 1 am is oor.cerned, that oolleotive 
responsibility takes plaoo, constituted by reprisals or war, the 
spooific sanotions of international Ism. If an aot is to bo imputed 
t# tho State and is not tc be irsputod to tho individual who has per¬ 
formed it, the individual, according to general international Ian, 
is not to be node responsible for this aot by another State without 
the eonsont of tho State whose act is oonoerned. As for as the relation¬ 
ship of the State to its own agents or subj-ots is oonoerned, national 
low ocoet into o<r.»ld_ratico. *nd in national law tho sane prinoiplo 
prevailsi an individual is not responsible for his not if it is an 
aot of St .to, l.o,, if the not is not imputable to the individual but 
only to the State. The ether State, injur-d by suoh on aot, onn, with¬ 
out violating international law, make only the State whoso aot con¬ 
stitutes the violation of international law r-sponsible for 
tho aot and the injured State say resort to reprisals or war against 
the r esponslblu State. But prosvoutlon of an individual by ooirts 
of tho injured State for an aot which, according to international 
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law, i« the act of another Statu, aaoizita to oxerolain;; Jurladioticn 
or or orothor Statu j and this ia a ridaticn of thu rulo of gonoral 
international law that no Statu ia aubjuot to thu juriadiotlon of 
another Stato. Since thu logal uxiatonoo of a Stato onnifoata it- 
■oIf qply in acta of individual* mhioh, aooordin^ to international 
1» # aru r.ota of Statu, thu generally aoouptud rulo that no Stato 
can olaia Juris nation over another Stato jwona that no Stato ean 
claim oivil or oriminol Juriadiotlon o^r thu ant of anothor Stato," 
Ouriun translation of the aboru quotationi 
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Jurtherooro, »o algo tho following rs^ork by EI£EK on pago 543i 
"An Intornatlocal treaty authorl«ing a oourt to puniah indiflduala 
for aota thoy havu porfora^d na aota of Statu o®«^ibutj*_a_norn 
of iniornatlonal adainal law with rotroaotlvu foroo: f or tho acta 
woro at tho moment whom thoy woro ooaalttvd not eriaoa for whioh 
tho lndiridual porpotratora wiro roaponaiblo." 

If, according to thia riow, thoao individMoll Involrod In tho formation 
and oxooutlon of atato polloy oonnot bo mado roaponaiblo undor tho 
Intornatlonal Low In forco for aota which thoy havo oosalttod 
agalnat Intornatlonal lew In thoir oapaoityaa organa of tho atato, 
or oan only bo made roaponaiblo If tho gunoral logal maxim -'nullm 
orimon aino logo" la rolin^ulahod, thon how cuoh t»ro nuat this 
apply to «3ta Infr nglng intornatlonal lew ooasittod by £rl»at# 
goraona^ 

ETon In tho oaao of f>lrao£ t whloh KELSQJ doaorlboa aa being on 


oxooption, thia view la oorr.ot. Tho piratw la not dirootly 
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subjoot to international lan. is punished according to tho 
statutes of the law of the land. The rule* of intorn\tional law 
oovuring piracy establish only a wIAj basis for tho authorisatico of 
■tatos by uitarnaticnal law to punish pirates, whioh pmishnont thon 
follows according to national la*. It is well known that tho penal 
rulus of national la* hard regularly failed to naku full uso of this 
restriction of international la*. 

Tho punishnont of gartlsazis for war troason is llkowiso oorriod 
out on tho basis of tho rogulaticns of national low whioh aro 
authoritud by international 1 », but not dirootly acoording to intor- 
national law, 

Tho praotioo of th- states hitherto oonfirns tho oorrootnoas 
of tho asounption that individuals os suoh, etpoololly privato persons, 
aro not to bo regarded ns being dirootly subject to international law,

This is oloarly tho oaso with tho Hague Regulations for Land 
■I'arfora, It is shown particularly in the wording of Artiolo 1 of th® 
fourth ^aguo Convention of 1907, which has been quoted above in 
another oonneoticn. Here tho signatories are definitely placed undor 
an obligation to issue rules of oor.duct to their land-araios, whioh 

aro inaccordanoo with the Hoguo Kulea of Land ifarfoTo appondod to 
tho fourth Convention. 
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To illuatratjo thia, - aontonco utto^od By ecu of tho highoat 
log&l authorities, tho Hague International Court, nay bo j'opeatod 
horo, la it# deoiaion in tho quarrel arising butwocc Gornony and 
Poland over &m»ig, thi# Court doolarcd tho following in 1928i

Thia ia tho roault of the foot that ho is act ccooornod with 
international 1 :* qua Intornationol lew, nor ia ho occpotont to 
give hia vordiot aooordlng to intornntionol lawj hi* job ia to obey 
tho ordora giwn by hia logialatiro body. 

If ai*h ia tho poaition of an indigonoua judgo via-i-via intor- 
national low, how nnoh more =uat it bo tho eaao with private poraona, 
Juat a* a judgo, - and owon noro ao than a judgo,- *o a privnto 
individual, cannot violato intornational law at all nor ovon make 
hinaolf puniahablo by international law booauao intornationol law 
dooa not of foot him diruotly. 

Ho nuat leave to hia Stato tho roaponaibility aa to whothor tho 
national diiootive whioh ho ia ordorod to fulfil', ia in aooordonoo 
with international law and thoroforo can, or cannot, bo juatifiod. 

*ho op pealto interpretation would noan that eventually inter¬ 
national law oould make it tho duty of any irivato individual to <fla- 
oboy tho logal donoatio law of hi* country and to oppoao hia own atato, 
h' 1th suoh an interpretation tho ocnooption of the aovoroipiity of a 
atato and ita rolation to it* aubjocta would bo ocnplotoly altorod. 
Suoh an interprotaticn auppoaoa a world atato whioh olaina obodionoo 
from mn aa a oitiion of tho world ovon againat tho inttreat* of hia 
own, no longer aoveroign, atate. 

In the eaao of a diaorepanoy between international low and 
domeatio law, a private individual oan, in offoot, do nothing oleo but 
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obuy tho national dirootlxes, uclosi this jrixato in<ttxidu.il bo prepared 
to risk tho oonaoqvsnco* and bo puniahod by tho pcml power of hi* 

■tato, No international lot oon protoot hin against this. But only ho 
any oloim obodienoo who oan pretoot tho obodiont onoi probogo orgo 
obligo, 

Howoxor, that which applies to tho objoctixo doaostio law must aleo 
apply to tho indixidual naticnal regulation which are dirixod there¬ 
from, o,g. xordiota, ordinances, polioo regulationa and other jrohibit- 
ing, permitting or authorising adniniatration acta addrusaod to tho 
subjoot, auoh aa oxprop rlation, detention, other doprixationa of 
liberty of a {»racnul or eooncetio nature, auoh aa deorooa oonoorning 
protection of labor, r ogul at ions of the adainiatratixo polioo, orders 
oonoorning produotion, prohibition and planning within the ooonoaio 
aphoro. Iho aamo appllea to oxooutixo participation thoroin, or partioip- 
atiai by obodienoo,

Lastly wo hare to refer to tho foot that a Judgo as woll aa a 
non-offioiatod oixilian ia bowid by tho politioal dooiaion of hla 
government, whioh relation ia at ita atrongeat when the atato draws 
ita aword from ita sheath in order to plaoo its own fato and that of ita 
aubjoota at tho moroy of thoso dark po»ora »hioh wo haxo hitherto 
oalled "luok of wax” for want of a bottor word. 

No long explanations aro neooaaary wlth regard to this. It may 
auffioo to refer to tho already quoted speech by Profoaaor BSBTOHS 
at tho meeting of tho Grotius °ooiety in 1944 (Irenanotions, vol. 30,

In view of HINDHUBORG* s great popularity this deoisicn 
is, today, still wldoly promlent in Oermany, having doubtlessly 
oausod oonsidorablo confusion in the attitudo to tho question of 
deportation. 

In my opinion, the sun total of such an investigation cm con¬ 
ception* of international lew among the laity would, b roadly, b° tho 
following* “hatev-r ny oountry orders or offeots is Justifiod 
by international law. 

Much loss will the subjeot begin to doubt the legality pertaining 
to the orders of his government inparted to hin personally whero 
this state of his and its government are 
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universally acknowledged by tho generality of states continuously 
in legal and treaty relations with it. 

Negligence in the penal sonse can, in suoh a case, hardly 
be attributed t* him who deiited to qiwry whether his aoticn 
was within the soope of international law. 

•*ith abovo statom«its the essential has boon mid with 
rogord to speoial oensidaratiens in dooiding tho question of 
nalioo aforethought. Thoro raeoin two pointsi 

A kn<wlodgo of pertinont prohibitive regulations is, in tho 
gonorol view, not nooossary in order to be pimlshable under the chargo 
of malice aforethought. Tho gonoral conception suffiops that tho 
respjotivo notion is oondo*m.ed under tho logoi order, prohibited by 
it and theroforo illegal. 

Illegality, hcMavor, must invariably suppose a definite legal 
systom prohibiting a oortain .mticn. as long os there in n° *orld-_ 
law_in oxistenoo there oanbo no illegality per no but only on 
illegality in rolatlen to a oortain legal order. To beoooo punish¬ 
able tho porpotrator would havo to have been oonsoious of violating 
this and no ether logal system. The ooncoption of having infringed 
a legal order which he does not jokn<*»lodge as being binding for hln- 
self, - "lother it objootivoly bo so or not - is not suffioiont 
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to ostabliah punishability, "hoover is not occsoious of posaiblo 
violation, by on individual, or international la* haa certainly not 
established, aubjeotively, the facta of a oase pertaining to aorino 
undor intornaticnal law. 

In thin ocnnootion it ia irrolovant whether tho purpotrr.tor 
violates an inhibition of national law, siaultanooualy oovorod by 
international low, in the oonviotion of off on ding against tho

The International Military Tribunal ia alao of tho opinion that 
thia rooognlticn of having violated lntornnticnal_law in particular 


ia proroquiaito for being punishable undor tho atatuto and Inw Ho. 10. 
Tho following hoa boon oxplainod in the verdicts (Offioial Gorman 
odition Is pngo 246)t 

"In view of tho position ocoupiod by the defendants in tho 
gov or resent of Germany thoy, or at least sono of thorn, wore bound 
to know of tho treaties signed by Germany in whiohmr as the swans 
of aottling international disputoa woa doolarod illegal; tho£jyuat_

It should tw deducted therofren that, to boooeao pmiahablo 
according to tho statute as, consequently, to Uiw Ko. 10 and to oomraon 
international law the g.noral conoeptlcn is not auffioiont of having 
violated internntiainl law but that there must be, moreover, tho re¬ 
cognition of having comitted an offence against a criminal regulation 


oontninod in prevalent international law and relevant to individuals 
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»ith regard, mnroover, to tha aaaortian of the r r enoh *rosooutor 
do US’THOH, as quotod above free his opening apoeoh of 17 January 
1946, that the defaadonta of tho international trial nuat_hayq_boon 
aK2a.5lthqut_doubt, following tho cnnifold warnings by tho 
atatoanon of the United Baticea, that they had offendgd jijains^Intor- 
nqticnal Iqa < it is possible that the loading authorities of tho 
Coraan Stato woro olive to this. Private individuals, however, who did 
not bolong to auoh high atato oiroloa, oonnot bo oxpootod to have 
boon si are that such'warnings wore addroasod to the Government from 
abroad. 

Owing to tho foot that Gorman publio opinion was la.pt entirely 
ignorant of any inpleoaont nows fnochroad and boaring in mind the 
systomntio misleading of publio opinion, tho general publio hoard 
nothing of auoh warni-ngs. Tho internationol military tribunal pro¬ 
duced much uvidonco in this roapoot, partioularyly in tho oaso 
against FTUTZSCHE. Thoso rolativo findings aro binding on tho 
Amerioan military oourta mder Artiolo 10 cf Ordlnnnco Mo.

The dofondants nuat bo proved to havu boon aware that their 
notions violated international law and, imtll this has boon done 
boyond doubt, they oannot bo oondocned fer oulpable violation of 
international law, if viewod subjootively.

its birth. Ono of tho prinoipal purposes of thoso trials is to .

(2) that prosmptisn abides with hia until guilt has been established 
by proof beyond a roasonablo doubt, 

Unless the oourt which hears tho proof is convinced of guilt 
to tho point of moral oartainty, tho pr-smption of ifr. oconce must 
continue to protoot the accus-d. If the facts as drawn from tho 
ovidenco are equally consistent with guilt and innocenoo, thoy nust 
be resolved on the side of innocence. Under American law wither life 
nor liberty is to be li*£tly taken away, and, unless at the oon- 
olesion of the proof thoro is an abiding conviotion of guilt in tho 
mind cf tho court whioh sits in judgment, the aocusef may not be 
damnified."

This expert statement would bo incomplete but for a final 
opinion on the quostlon of the notions whioh aro here under dis- 
oussion and whioh are of special significanoo, 

tho question to be raised is whether oasos may occur whore 
obedience towards Justice oor-not be oxpuot-d and whether, in such a 
situation, tho impossibility of expecting obodionce is oonsidered 
grounds for exoneration. 
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the vordiot of the International Military Tribunal laid do*n 
ai loyally binding (a*o Art. 10 of ordinance 7 of 18 Ootohor 1946) 
that tha National d ooialiat regiso, on flu ally ostabllahin-g pa*or, 
introdusod in the state a systos of terror and a "polioy of fear” 
(verdict, offioial edition I page 285), a polioy of annihilation of all 
potAtial opponents of ita regie© (Verdiot, offioial edition I, page 
261 ) by "prohibiting all hoatilo oritirisn, indeed, any oritioiara 
whataoovor, and imposing the aovareat pi«i absent on whosoever ongagod 
in auch prootioo." 

The vurdiot goea on to atajo that "an mbiasod verdiot, baaod on freo- 
don of thought, hoa theroforo beoooo ooaplotoly impossible" (G^rean 
offioial odition, voluao I, pago 202 ). 

Tho general altuation in whloh the Goman oitiion found hisaolf 
during tho opooh of tho National Sciolist rogimo of ooeroion is 
appropriately illustrated thoroby. It shows in particular to wh&t 
oxoeptionol dangera a Goman subjoot exposed himself in oaio ho re- 
aonted tho deorooa iasued by tho Stato or tho Party or offended againat 
thon. Thoro actually was no need for a low oonoorning industrial sabotage 
or tho ao-callod "treason to tho peoplo". On the oontrary, the pro¬ 
ceedings boforo tho International Military Tritunal have shown that 
the NS-State, 
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in disregard of logal fundents took stops agox-* -.11 thoro who dit. 
agreed with ita aims, oap^ially in oases, whore thj law ofr-a 
no possibility to toko notion; in th-ao cases tho Stato applied oo-rrjon 
through tho organa of tho Stato frolico and tho ultimate result woa 
tho intorna-nt in a oonc«*tration oaap. The proooodinga before tho 
International Military Trlbmal and ita verdict have also authoritati- 
roly oatabliahod tho fact that thoao measures b jcocu. anr j and noro 
extensive, noroiloaa and dangerous for tho individual, aa tho -ourao 
of tho w..i boo am o inor-oainjly disadvantageous for Gena any. Only ix ono . 
ia familiar with tho oharootoriatioa of a diotaWShip which employee 
ovory means, even'tho moat abjoot, ouo ia able to vndoratand that tho 
individual Gorman oitiaon - whore ho had no inflxwnoo on tho oourao of 
offoira - woa deprived of tho freedom to nalco hia own dooiaiaia to 
aujh an extort that thoro waa hardly any poaaibility loft for froo 
roaolutiona and activity (Bo(a)taotigui^on obviously misprint), 

Sush a froodom of dooiaion, honov.r, nuat bo oonaidorod tho 
noooaaory promiao in oaaoa whore a poraon ia to bo made reaponalblo 
for hia oonduot undor pinal law. If on tho ono hand tho Statutes and 
tho Vaw Ho. 10 stato that whilat tho faot c£ ooting by order dooa not 
prooluio tho guiltiness, it may yot bo oonaidorod aa an oxtonuatimg 
oiroumetanco, tho International Military Tribunal on tho othor hand 
arrivoa at tho important viow that it ia not essential, whether ar. 
ordor tiatod, but rathor, whothor 
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"a choice was possible that *a* in keeping with ethioal prinoiploe" 
(Vordiot, offioial edition Voluao I, page 250). 

"ith thia ooncluaion tho Intornaticeal Military Tritunal aoknow- 
lodg-d - aa far aa Intornational lot ia oono~rnod - tho anmo principle 
whioh foraa part of tho oonooptiona in continontal -uropo regarding 
penal lom tho idea of "tho_i3gosaibl Ut¥_to_exgoot_soaothinE_of 
■onobody_na__n_cauao_fcr_tho_£rool^aion_Qf_ S u 4 . 1 t"_(Uniiciut b a r l c i t ale 
Sshuldausach LiJssungsgrund), 

Thia gonorally rocognisod legal prinoiplo ia lont authority by 
tho International Military Tribunal ia that it particularly oxoeptod 
thoso iwmbora of criminal organisations fron the liability to punishraont 
"on whom tho Stato had forood eueborahip" (Vordiot, offioial German 
odition I, pago 288 ) - that ia, whoso ontoring wo* not voluntary. 

In thia oonnoctioo tho vordiot aot aside tho possibility for monbora 
subsequently to leave tho organisation again - but at what prioo - 
a prioo that thoy could not bo oxpoctod to pay. 

Ifco oonoeption of tho poaaibility of a puraon' a acting without 
being liable to puniehnont, who could not havo bo>si expeotod to 

act othornieo under the pcxtioular oircusstancoa of tho oaoe, ia baaed

on the foot that thinking in terns of penal law in tho end ia always 
individualising thinking, whioh nakos possible tho adjusting to tho 
manifold forma of manifestation and oircusstanooa of ovory-day-life, 

Tho obuao for the prooluaion of guilt regarding the impossibility to 
oxpoet aomothing of aooobody, gives the pronouncing judge "last 
chancoa" (ME2GER, renal I<cw, nogo 374) to aasoaa the guUt 
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of the perpotrator; this in fact is cot ooroly a prieoiplo that is 
applied only aa a makeshift, but a rulo whioh tho julgo la bound to 
obsorvo. 

To obsorvo thia principle does not noan thnt it is to bo applied 
arbitrarily and that one thereby doviat.s fron the poaitivo Ian, it 
rather oxproaaoa "thoughts, which aasoaa different valuta and compare 
thorn and, thereforo, ere oreati to thoughts" ("wertenbwaogendos und 
damlt achoopferiaohoa Donkon") (lEZG&S in other places.), 

Aa a matter of foot the inpoaaibility to oxpoot aoaething of 
aooobody haa nothing to do with tho so-called "onto of emergency", tho 
interpretation of whioh absolutely varies with tho different legal 
aystoesi tho latter is not to bo aider consideration in thia oonrwotion. 
T ho impossibility to oxpoot something of somebody rathor represents 
a suporordinated independent principle of the theory of the perpe¬ 
trator'a oonoeption of guilt (aubjektivu S 0 huldlohro). If theao view- 
pointa aro applied in partioular to the iroblecs oonoerr.ing the 
employment of foreign labor era and PoHs inthe war industry as aro 
undor consideration in Caao Ko, V 0 f the Aoerioon Uilitary Tribunal, 
tho result it tho follwiingx Granted that the defendants had twon 
positively and absolutoly owaro of (objektlv) the problems involved - 
from tho viewpoint of p nal lew - and that they had aasuiedly rcted 
in full oonaolouanoss of tho unlawfulness of thoir notion, there raanins

wore bound, and that for £jiaao£J z _iihich_ro»tod_woQtragrunuur 
hlnaolf. Thiaj on tho other hand woilid no dodbt have dausod tho Judgoa 

to oonaidor oC fulfilled tho logoi foota of a ae-oallod "war eooncay 
orioo", a oonflludion ahioh would have boon duo to tho notoriously 
olnatio Judioial praotioo of interpretation, In this oaao tho porpo. 
trator would havo had to reckon with tho severest aotiwi being tnkon 
ogainat him, not ovon oxoludin.* death ponalty. Ihat in addition 
tho State was in a position to not without logal foundation, simply 
byway of oooroion on the part of tho police, goes without saying. 

*ho quoation new ia thia | Gin the induatrialiat undor thoao 
oircir-.atanous in all fairnoaa bo oxpoctod to riak hia own life and 
froodon aa well as that of hia family and tho futuro of hia enter¬

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which ho had rooogniaod as being unlawful! ^uoh a diloma would not hnvo 
occurred in a woll-govon*»d stato. *ot the dilosaa i* of a prorinont 
significance in a atato syiten whoro a dictatorship ia built on isw 
sorupuloua torror. 

It ia curtain that to aolvo thia qi»ation one cannot tako oa a 
boaia exoggoratod raorol principles and for inatnnce a ay that uv„ry nan 
ia obligbd toatand <*> ogoinet injuatioe ov«n at the risk of hia lifo. 

Such a donandoamot bo fulfilled inr-al lifo. One nuat rathor 
lay down quite a natural standard talcing oaro of tho human aido alao. 
Ono will thin arrive at tho ooreluaion that ov^mw ith a moat ooroful 
weighing of thooxooptional oirousatanooa the poraona oonoornod oould 
not hnvo beon oxpoctud to openly roaiat tho torror ayatonat that tino 
with tho far-reaching ecnaoquonooa it involved. 

That tho Industrial lata own had to duaist fron unoffiolally in- 
proving tho ocnditlona of tho foreign lcborora allooatod to then, 
oan alao bo aoonlYon tho docreo iaauod by tho former ®hiof of tho 
Party Chanoollory, BORHAHR, whioh tho Proaeouticn introduood into 
tho proooodinga bol'oro tho Intornaticoal Tribunal. BORUAXH aubjeotod 
tho induatrialiata to a apooial spying syaton axoroisod by tho Party 
organa and thoroby aaourod that thoy did not tako any etopa whioh would 
alio godly have run oountor to’ho interoata of tho Party.

It is therefore eesentirl that, 
during the period covered by this directive, you 
assure thrt surveys rre constrntly ocintcined of 
oconocic, industrial , fin~ncirl, social rnd politi- 
ccl conditions within your zone rnd thr.t the results 
of such surveys rnd such other surveys rs nr.y be 
nr.de inother zones rre node rvrilr.blo to your Go- 
vemnent , through the Joint Chiefs of Stcff. 

These surveys should be developed in such nrnner rs 
to oervo rs r brsio for deternining chrnges in the 
measures of control sot forth herein ro well rs for 
the progressive formulation rnd development of po¬ 
licies to pronote tho brsio objectives of the United 
Strtos. Supplonontrl directives will be issued to you 
by tho Joint Chiefs of Strff r.o cry bo required. 

An r nenbor of tho Control Council you will urge 
tho rdoftion by tho/£ccurving powors of tho principles 
rnd policies sot forth in this diroctivo rnd, pending 
Control Council rgreocont, you will follow thon 
in your zono. It io rnticiprted thrt oubstrntirlly 
sinilrr directives will be issued to the Connrnders 
in Chiof of the United Kingdom, U.S.S.R. rnd French 
fore os of ocouprtion. 

PART I: GENERAL AND POLITICAL. 

2 .) Tho Brsis of Military Govemncnt: 

e) Tho rights, power rnd strtus of tho nilitr.ry 
government in Gomrny rre breed upon the uncondi¬ 
tional surrender or total defeat of Gernrny. 

b) Subject to the provisions of prregraph 3 be¬ 
low, you ere , by virtue of your position , clothed 
with supreme 
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legislative, executive end Judicial authority in 
the areas occupied by forces under your command. 

This ruthority will be broadly construod end includes 
authority to take rll measures deemed by you necessa¬ 
ry , appropriate or desirable in rola.tion to mili¬ 
tary exigencies rnd the objectives of a firo mili¬ 
tary government. 

c) You will issue a proclamation continuing in 
force such proclamations, orders and instructions as 
nay have heretofore been issued by Allied Commanders 
in your zono, subject to such changes as you may 
determine. Authorisation of action by the Supremo 
Comnander, Allied Expeditionary Force, nay be con¬ 
sidered as applicable to you unless inconsistent 
with this or later diroctiveo. 

3.) Ttao Control Council and Zonos of Occupation: 



a.) The four Cocr.anders-in-Chicf, acting Jointly, 
will constitute tho Control Council in Gornany, which 
will bo tho suprono organ of control over Germany 
in accordance with tho agroonont on Control Machi¬ 
nery in Germany. For purposes of edninistration of 
military government, Germany has boon divided into 
four zonos of occupation. 

b) Tho ruthority of tho Control Council to for¬ 
mulate policy ~nd procedures rnd administrative re¬ 
lationships with respect to natters effecting Germa¬ 
ny as a wholo will bo paramount throughout Germany. 
You will carry out and support in your zone tho po¬ 
licies agreed upon in tho Control Council. In the 
absence of such agreed policies you will act in 
accordance with 
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this end other directives of the Joint Chiefs of 
St-ff. 

c) The rdministrr.tion of rffrirs in Gernrny 
shrll be directed towards the decentralisation of 
the politioel rnd cdministrrtive structure rnd the 
development of locrl responsibility. To this end 
you will encourrgo cutonoqy in regionrl, locrl end 
uunicipcl rgencics of Gcrr.ra rdninietrrtion. The 
C- 0 rnrn eoononic structure shell rlso bo decentralized. 
The Control Council cry, however, to the nininun ex¬ 
tent required for the fulfillcont of purposes set 
forth herein, permit centrrlized rdninistretion or 
ostrblish centrrl control of (r) osoentirl nr.tioncl 
public services such rs rrilrorda, cocnunicrtions 
end power, (b) finrnco rnd foreign rffrirs, rnd 
(c) production rnd distribution of ossontirl comno- 
ditieo. 

d) Tho Control Council should rdopt procedures 
to offoctur.te, rnd you will froiliteto in your zone, 
tho oquitrblo distribution of cosontirl commodities 
botwoon tho z^nos. In the cbsonco of r conflicting 
policy of the Control Council, you cry derl directly 
with ono or core zone conr-nders on nrtters of spo- 
cirl concern to such zones. 

o) Pending the fornulrtion in tho Control 
Council of uniform policies rnd procedures with re¬ 
spect to intor-zonrl trrvel end movement of civi- 
lirns, no civilirns shrll be permitted to lervo or 
enter your zone without ycur ruthority , rnd no 
Gernrns within your zone shrll bo permitted to lorvo 
C-“rnr.ny except for specific purposes approved by you. 
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f) The nilitr.ry government personnel in erch zone, 
including those decline with regionr.l end locrl 
brrnches of the deprrtnents of cny contrcl Gernrn 
edninistr-tive nrchinery, shell bo selected by cutho- 
rity of the Connrnder of thrt zone except thrt lici- 
son officers nry be furnished by the Connrnders of 
the other three zones. The respective Connrnders-in- 
Chiof shell hrve exclusive jurisdiction throughout the 
whole of Gern"ny over tho nonbers of tho erned forces 
under thoir co::.md end over the civilirns who eccon- 
peny ther.. 

S) Tho Control Council should bo responsible for 
facilitating tho 8ovorrnco of rll govorar.entrl end 
edniniotretivo connections between Austrir end G 0 r- 
nrny end tho cliriinrtion of Gernrn economic influen¬ 
ces in Austrir. Every esoistenco should bo given to 
tho Allied rdr.inistrrxion in Auctrie in its efforts 
to offocturto these purposes. 

4.) Bale Objectives of Militexy Govemnent in Gcmcny. 


r) It should bo brought horo to tho Gonrns thet 
Gorrirny's ruthless wrrf-ro end tho fenrticel Nrzi 
rooiotrnco hrvo destroyed the Gernrn oconony end 
nrde chros end suffering inevitrble end thrt tho G e .T- 
r-rno ernnot eserpo responsibility for whrt they hev^e 
brought upon thencelvos. 

b) Gcrerny will not be occupied for tho purpose 
of liberation but es r defeated enony nrtion. Your 
r.ia is not oppression but to occupy Gerneny for the 
purpose of rerlizing certrin inportent Allied objec-- 
tive3. In the conduct of y ur occuprtion end rdni— 
nistrrtion you 
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should be just but firn end rloof. You will strongly 
discourrge frrtemizction with the Gornrn officirle 
rnd populrtion. 

c) lhe principcl Allied objective is to prevent 
Gerarny fron ever egrin boconing r thrert to the per.co 
of the world. Essontirl steps in tho c.cconplishnent 
of this objective e.re the elininrtion of Nrzlsn ond 
Dilite.riSQ in rll their foms, the innodirte epprehon- 
sion of wrr crininrls for punishnent, the industricl 
disr.rnrnent end deniliterizetion of Gorcrny, with 
continuing control over Gemrny's crpr.city to nrke 
nrr, rnd the preprrrtion for rn cvcnturl reconstruc¬ 
tion of Gortr.n politicrl life on r donocrr.tic brsis. 

d) Other Allied objectives ere to enforce tho 
progrrn of reprrtions rnd restitution, to provido 
roliof for the benofit of countries dovrstrted by 
Nazi rggresBion, end to ensuro thrt prisoners of 
wrr end displrcod porsons >f the United Nr.tions rrc 
errod for rnd roprtrirted. 

5.) Econor. ic Con trol s. 

r.) As r ner.bor of tho Control Council rnd rs 
zone corinrndor, you will be guided by tho principlo 
that controls upon the Gorrm economy nry be inposod 
to tho extent thrt such controls nry be nocossrry to 
rchiovo tho objectives enur.errtod in prrr.grcph 4 
rbovo rnd rlso rs thoy nry bo essentirl to protect 
the orfety rnd root the needs of tho occupying forces 
rnd rssure the production rnd ncintonrnco of goods 
rnd services requirod to prevent strrvrtion or such 
diserse ~nd unrest rs would ondrnger theso forces. 

Ho r.ction will bo trken 
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in execution of the reprrrti-r.s progrrn or othorwiso 
which would tend to support brsic living conditions 
in Gernrny or in your zone on c hi-~hor level thru 
thrt existing in rny one of the nci^hborins Unitor* 
Hcti-ns, 

b) in the inpooiti.n rnd nrintonrnco :f such 
controls rs nry bo proscribed by you or tho Control 
Council, Gcrcrn ruth*»ritios will to tho fullost oxtont 
prcctiablo bo ordered to proclr.in rnd rssunc rdninistra¬ 
tion of such c ntrols. Thus it should, bo br^u^ht hono 
to tho Gcrr.rn people thrt the responsibility for the 
rdnlniatrrtion of such c.ntr-13 end for ~ny brork-dovrns 
in th-so controls will rcBt with thcnoclvcs rnd Gornrn 
ruthoritic8.

c) All neebora f the Nrzi prrty who hrve been nore 
then noninrl prrticiprnts in its rctivitios, rll cc- 
tivo supporters of Hrzisr. or nilitrrisn rnd rll other 
porsons hostile to Allied purposes will be ronoved 
rnd oxcluded fron pblic office rnd fron positions

(2) corporrtiono rnd othor orgrnizetions in which 
tho Gornrn govoranont or subdivisions hrve r nrjor 
finrncirl interest, (3) industry, conr.orco, r.gri- 
oulturo, rnd finrnco, (4) oduertion, rnd (5) the press, 
publishing houses rnd .ther rgoncioo dissoninrting 
nows end proprgrndr. Porsons rre to bo trortod r.s 
noro thrn noninrl prrticiprnts in Prrty r.ctivitios 
end ra r.ctivo supporters of Nrziar. or uilitr.risn when

d) Property, real rnd personal, onnod or controlled 
by the Nazi party, its formulations, affiliated 
asscciatijns and supervised organisations, rnd by 
all persons subject t- arrest under the provisions 
of paragraph 8, and found within your zone, will bo 
taken under your control ponding a docision by the 
Control Council or higher authority an to its eventu¬ 
al disposition. 

o) All archives, monuments and museums of Nazi incep¬ 
tion, or which are dovotod to the porpoturtion of 
G 0 man nilitarisn, will be taken undor your oontrol 
and their proportios held ponding docision as to 
their disposition by the Oontrol Council. 

f.) You will mako spocial efforts to preservo fron 
destruction and take undor y.ur control records ,plans, 
books, documents, papors, filos and scientific, 
industrial and othor inforcr.tion and data belonging 
to or controlled by the following: 

(1) The Central Gorman Government and its subdivi¬ 
sions, Go men military organizations, organizations 
ongaged in military research end such othor govern¬ 
mental agencies'as cay bo deemed advisable; 

(2) The Nazi Party, its formations, affiliated 
associations and supervised organizations; 

(3) All police organizations, including security and 
political polico; 
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(4) inportrnt econoriic orgrnizr.tions end Industrlr.l 
estrblishcents including those controlled by the 
Nr.zi Prrty or its personnelj 

(5) Institutes end s'pecirl burer.us devoting then- 
selves to rrcirl, politic cl, nilitrristic or s id¬ 
ler roserrch or propegendr. 

7.) Deuilltnrizrtion: 




r.) In your zone you will rssuro thrt rll units 
of the Gerncn erned forces, including pr.rr.-dlitrry 
orgrnizrtions, rro dissolved ra such rnd thrt their 
poraonnol rro pronptly disrmed end controlled pri¬ 
or to thoir find dispositions you will rrreot rnd 
hold rll dlitr.ry personnel' who rro includod under 
tho provisions of prrrgrcph 8. 

b) The Control Council should proclriu, end in your 
zono you will offocturtc, tho totrl dissolution of 
rll dlitrry rnd prrr-dlitrry orgrnizrtions, includ¬ 
ing tho Gonorrl Strff , tho Gorcrn Officor Corps, 
tho r.osorvo Corps rnd cilitrry rerdodos, togothor 
with rll rssocirtiono which right servo.to keep 
rlivo tho dlitrry trrdition in Gomcny.

crir.os. 

b) All yersons who, if -er itted to rorvin rt lrr^o 
would cnd-nger tho rccorr'lishront .f your objectives 
will rlso bo rrroctod rnd hold in cuetody until trirl 
by r.n “yproprirte oori-Judlcirl body to bo ectrblish- 
ed by you.

Sho Seguo Convontlon la an International treaty which was 'slgnod 
In 1899 and 1907 by noro than 40 Statos, alnost all clvllltod 
countries, anong then all olght treat powers of that tino, and in 
which thoy solonnly loclarod that this troaty wna only tho nrlfton 
oxprosslon of tho already ozisting International Custonnry Law. 


According to this law, the occupational power Is not abooluto 
naotor within an occuplod territory tut only so to speak a Deputy 
of the International Coanonlty cr of'tho ■Public Consclonco" of 
the nations. Tho basic principles of hunanlty, tho rights of tho 
Individuali tho honour and tho ri£hts of tho fanlly and t’.io 
sanctity of prlvato proporty nro to bo rospoctod, and only 
cortaln intorforonco for tho protection of the fighting or 
occupying forces Is pomltted.

Berlin (Nouo -Joitung).- Op till 31 Deconbor 1947, 767 plant* have boon 
nado uvailaiio in tho throe wo*torn sccos for reparation purpose*. 
According to infornation of tho OS Military Gorornaent, 84 of thon 
aro In tho Fronoh-, 187 in the Aaorioan- and 496 in tho British ^ono. 

All niaohino tool lant* in tho Bi-Zono, suitablo for tho peaoo-tino 
production, a* noil a* tho inatallation* froa tho 327 plants which 
had boon earmarked prior to Soptonber 1947 by tho aoordinating 
cossaittou of tho Alliud Control Counoil a* advanc ihipnonts, fall 
undor thi* regulation. An additional 366 plant*, although they are 
poaoe-timo plant*, woro nevertheless doolarod aurplu* and wore like- 
"l* 0 di*n*ntlod on tho basis of tho industrial oapaoity whioh >ua 
fUod for the Bi-Zono. Tho value of tho industrial installation, whioh 
up to tho present tino have boon put at tho disposal of tho Intor-AUlod 
Reparation Conmittoo frcn tho A«orioan Zone, aaount* to 137 Million Mark. 
85 % of theso installations haro already boon distributed to 18 Amod 
governments. The liquidation of plant*, whioh woro oonstruotod oxolua- 
lvuly for ormam ait purposes of oatogory I, oontimws in tho US-^ono 
according to plan. Out of a number of 130 ainh plants 92 havo already 
boon dissolved completely and the installations for tho produotion of 
arms haw boon destroyed. Until Juno 30th the liquidation of tho re¬ 
maining 38 plants is to bo ccnploted.

Questions not oluarod up - 

High Costs cf Dismantling in the 3ritish Zone.- 

In acoordanoe with the Potsdam Agreement thero are in the ooebinod 
.•ostorn Zonos 720 factorioa whioh are definitely earmarked for 

( uwposes of reparation. jforaover, another 1200 faotorios are llatod, 
sis means oxaotly that under curtain oiroir-atonooa tho 1S»0 faotorios 
will he used for reparation purposes. »s, ha* aver, tho oconanic 
devolopmorrt sinoo Potsdam has o loarly jnovod that tiioro it a dis- 
oropanoy whioh oannot be compensated between tho industrial level 
allowod for at . stsdon and tho standard of living also allowed for, 
it can and must logically bo taken into account that thoro will be 
revisions. This should bo taken into consideration in Judging the 
published lists of reparations. 

In spite thereof, thoso 1900 faotorios will not ramain tho only 
ones which are in danger of bo ng dismantled. Thoro is a resorvo list 
of industrial plants, the number of whioh is unknown to German 
authorities. Iho faotorios cwnticnod therein oan, in oortain circum¬ 
stances, for any reason whatever bo exohangod against faotorios whioh 
may drop sut of the first two lists. 

Curtain plants whioh have a spuafcal priority of argonoy will be 
dismantled in any caso. Apart from these "advoncod reparations" the 
faotorios produoing war material and armtraonts will in any oaso have 
to count on falling within tho framework of repast ions. It is under¬ 
standable that the definition of faotorios produoing war notorial 
and armaments is in this rospeot oxtrusoly difficult and oft.c doubt¬ 
ful, a disadvantage whioh oan snly bo raaovud by a oloar dafinition. 

*horo is great difference in tho way the reparations dismantling 
is boing handled in the individual xonos. In tha •'murioon 4 cno only 
thoso war- and armament faotorios are oonsidorud for dismantling, as 
oono within the "R u p-ratiansatopp" ordorod at tho tino by Gjnoral 
CIAY, and which is being striotly adhered to. According to tho 
dirootivos of tho .lilitary 3 overnrjnt of the D.6. u 0 no, tho dis¬ 
mantling there is carried out by German authorities. Tho Frimo- 
Uinistors of tho South-German States havo to undertake thistoak, but, 
thoy oan, on tho othor hand, take caro th.t tho dismantling is boing 
carried out in as sensible a way as po>siblo. The dismantling has 
bosidus boon carriod out quiokly and has nado oonparatlvely good pro¬ 
gress. 

In tho British_Zonu tho dismantling is supervised by tho HD and R. 
This British agenoy uses Gorman firms for tho dismantling tatks. So 
far, hardly any German agencies havo been put in. This prooodure is 
tho causo that tho oosts of dismantling'are in part extremely high. 
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as thoro is no control whatever by German agenoiee which would ioonor 
ba able to obtain on exact knowl^dgo of tho actu 1 cost than tho 
British authorities eho are strangers here. In the intor-sta of tho 
German oocmocy tho uso of German agonoios would thoreforo ba wol- 
oonv-d and dosirablo. The total costs of tho dismantling in tho 
British 4on« exceed oron now thoso of the U,S. Zono, and. moroovur, 
tho dimantling has not yot progressed as far as in tho South, although 
no 'Raporationsstopp" was proclaimed in tho British ^cco and dis- 
nantling continuos. It r+y bo mentioned that a nunb-r of the nost 
valuable machines has, over and above tho usual dismantling, boon 
offooted by tho dismantling. Groat losses oro thus inourred by the 
German -oonoay. 

Special Machines given preferjnoo in Dismantling, 

In tho industry his b-on very seriously affootod by tho 

disnantling. In julging this one should not prooood,from quantities, 
but one should consider that, in the first place, particularly 
valuable special and oritioal machines are aff-oted, As a ohain is 
as strong as its weakest link, tho ro»vnl of one singlo speoial 
nnohine can shut down an uxtensivo production - oircuastanoos which 
should always be taken into consideration in the evaluation of figures, 
8G % to 100 % of all processing machines which are loss than olght 
years old, and l&X to 20 % of machines less than 16 years ha VO been 
affootod by the disnantling. In many bronohes of industry this has 
mado it impossible to oarry <xit any precision work. -Similar con¬ 
ditions prevail in tho toxtilo industry which has been grootly 
harn.d by tho removal of core than 50,000 spindles out of a total 
of 360,000. ^ho production of useful goods for export has booono 
illusory on account of the foot that in tho woaving mills 70^ of tho 
maohlnos-hos boon dismantled. Altogether approx. 2,000 modern naohinos 
of tho toxtilo industry have boon hondod ovor. *ho disnantlod naohinos 
have boon put at tho disposal of tho Fronoh industry. It is not tho 
task of Gorman authorities to Judge to wh.»t oxtont this dismantling 
is being ohorgod on tho reparations' acoount. In any oaso, tho fact 
oannot bo overlooked that further dismantling in tho Fronoh ^one would 
very soon orippl* tho industry, 

Tho groatost prsgross in dismantling has been mado in tho Session 
4oaa whoro aooording to a report in tho 'Manohostor Guardian" tho 
following amount of disnantling has boon oarriod out! ironfour.drioe 
and rolling mills 60%; tho torso percentage in the heavy industry 
and eleotro-toohnical industry. Motor industry, industry of pre¬ 
cision and optioal instruments 76%; ply-wood industry 100 industry 
of rubbers goods 9o£j dismantling in the field of oooont industry, 
of muchlnos producing glass, ceramics and woodon artiolos, and in tho 
sulphuric ooid industry amounted to 60jfj in tho nitrogen industry 
to 66%, in the artificial silk, toxtilo and loathor and shoo 
industrios to from 30 % to «#, Those figures show imaediatoly that 
tho disnantling in this xouo considerably exceeds the rato laid down 
in Potsdom, • 

Questions of Evaluation.

The carrying out of the restitution i. accompanied by problot 
vihich also await a unifora solution. To mentiw only one. the - 
apparently unjustified - possibility of dealing with machines. which 
woro temporarily utilised in an oocupiod region and would solely for 
that reason bo subject to toing rooorod fro* Germany. In this congestion 
one should not oait to ststo the removal of tho spiritual property which 
is of tho greatest importance for tho German ooonony. In England thoro 
aro at tho mcaor.t 2.000 spooiol reports on individual browjhes of 
industry and special iopartnents, tho msbur of those reports in tho 
USA is said to amount to 400,000. Nothing oan bo altered to tho foot 
that the najority of Garrian patonts h.vs thus lost all pwotootion. Tho 
quostion of tho ovaluation of tho profits gained thorofrom by tho 
Allies, and tho losses to tho Oerman oconcoy, is howovor of tho 
greatest lnportanoo.

How dlrootives for General Clay. 

Tho government of tho USA has issued now dirootivos to tho Unitary 
Oovomor of Germany, General Clay, for tho acoonplishsont of his task, 
whioh aro to b> followed until praotioal nossuros have b-on taken to 
troat Germany as an ooononio and politiool whole. It is onphasitod in 
tho dlrootives that tho Acorioan govermont doos not dosiro to inposo 
ito own forms of • denccrooy, whioh are a historical development, upon 
Germany, and that othor foreipi fores ore also not to be imposed. 

It is rooocnwnded to tho Military Go T . rnor that ho support tho 
dovolopn^t of federal states in Germany and tho oreotlon of a 
oontral German govornaont. The Amorloan gov-rnment asks further that 
tho Control Council should develop a progran for tho production and 
forolpi trado of all of Gorruny. This program should raise tho German 
standard of living and make it pos* bio for Gorman exports to oover 
the oost of porsdttod imports and sorvicos of othor oountrics. Over 
and abovo this,tho occupation powors aro to/foimbursod in full 
for exponsos inourred thron;h tho importing of goods nocossary to main¬ 
tain lifo. It ir the Job of the -li lit jy Governor t> holp tho German 
pooplo to dovolop . balanoed foreign trade. The sixo of Gorman 
Industry whioh has been determined upon as a base for tho dismantling 
program for reparations, is not to roprosont tho pornonont boundaries 
of Gorman industrial capacity.

It soons 
no if Franco not only clalns tho port of Kohl but also tho 
City of Kohl. Sich annexation Intentions aro Indicated by tho fr-ct 
t.jftt already a yoar ago tho custoas frontier was eoparatod fpoa 
tho Rhino and was routod around Kohl through Badon torritory.
